The THIRTEENTH REPORT of the 
CoMMISSIONERS appointed to examine, 


take, and ſtate, the PuBLic AccounTs OP 
THE KINGDOM. 


WP 


N our Inquiries into the Manner in which the Public Accounts are 
audited in the Office of the Auditors of His Majeſty's Impreft, 
thoſe which have as yet come under our Conſideration, are Accounts of 
the Expenditure of Money iſſued, the greateſt Part of it, from the Ex- 
chequer ; but there are likewiſe, upon the Certificate of Accounts de- 
pending in the Auditor's Office, Accounts of Receipts of Money levied 
upon the Subject and paid into the Exchequer, which are equally Ob- 
jects of his Juriſdiction. | 

Of theſe Receipts, the Cuſtoms being the moſt conſiderable, we di- 
rected our Attention to that Branch of the Public Revenue. 

We required from the Auditors of the Impreſt the laſt declared Ac- 
counts of the Cuſtoms, with the Books of Accounts, and other Mate- 
rials from whence they were formed : Two Accounts were tranſmitted 
to us purſuant to this Requiſition z the one the Account of Milliam 
Melliſh Eſquire, Receiver General and Caſhier of His Majeſty's Cuſ- 
toms, new and additional Impoſitions, for One Year, ending the 5th 
of January 1782; the other the Account of Hugh Valence Jones 
Eſquire, Controller General of His Majeſty's Cuſtoms for the ſame 
Year; and both declared upon the 18th of December 1783. Theſe 
Accounts were made up from various Books and other Materials ; as 
many of which as were neceſſary for our Information, were ſent to us 
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Appendix, from the Auditor's Office: And from the Inſpection of them, and the 
Ne r, 2. Examinations of Charles Harris Eſquire, One of the Deputy Audi- 
Ne 3, tors of the Impreſt, Mr. John Mills, Aſſiſtant to the Receiver General 
N*4, 5. of the Cuſtoms, Mr. Foſhua Powell, Firſt Clerk to the Controller Ge- 
Ne 6, neral, and Mr. ohn Dalley, Deputy Superviſor of the Receiver Ge- 
neral's Receipts and Payments, we have been made acquainted with 

the Manner in which theſe Accounts are prepared by the Officers of 

the Cuſtoms, and examined by the Auditors of the Impreſt. 

The Cuſtoms are thoſe Duties which are payable to the King, either 

upon the Exportation or Importation, or Carriage Coaſtwiſe, of certain 

Articles of Commerce: They are collected by One hundred and Three 

| Officers, Five of them reſident in London, Seventy-two at the Out 
1 Ports, and Twenty-ſix in the Plantations. All theſe Collectors either 
g pay or remit the Whole or Part of the Duties they collect to the Re- 
ceiver General of the Cuſtoms: From the Collectors in the Port of 

London he receives either Money or Bonds; thoſe at the Out Ports 

and in the Plantations remit to him their Collections in Bills, Notes, 

or Bullion. The Receiver General, and almoſt every Collector, make 

certain Payments out of theſe Duties; and thus all of them become 

accountable to the Public. 

The Receiver General paſſes his own Accounts himſelf before the 

Auditors of the Impreſt; but the Collectors being ſo many in Number, 

and exerciſing their Offices in different Parts of the Kingdom, it would 

be highly inconvenient were they obliged to paſs their Accounts them- 

ſelves in that Office; and therefore the Controller General of the Cuſ- 

toms is ſubſtituted in their Stead. He examines and keeps the Ac- 

counts of all the Collectors, and paſſes them as his own, every Year, 

in the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt : Hence it ariſes, that every 

Year Two Accounts are paſſed of the Cuſtoms ; the one the Caſh Ac- 

count paſſed by the Receiver General, of his own Receipts and Pay- 

ments ; the other the General Account paſſed by the Controller 

General, of the Receipts and Run of all the Collectors in * 

land. 

The Account of the Receiver General i is examined by the Auditor 

of the Impreft, and paſſed, in the following Manner :—The Receiver 

General tranſmits to the Auditor his Book of Account, which contains 

Entries of all his Receipts and Payments during the Year, ranged

under their reſpective Heads of Duties. The Charge upon him is form- 


ed by the Controller General : This Officer, ſeeing in the Accounts of 


the Collectors what Sums they have paid or remitted to the Receiver 
General, extracts thoſe Sums from the ſeveral Accounts of the Collec- 
tors, and of them forms his Charge upon the Receiver General, which 


conſiſts of all the Sums received by him, in the various Branches of 


the Cuſtoms, during the Period of the Account. This Charge the 
Controller General ſigns, and atteſts on Oath before a Baron of the 
Exchequer, and tranſmits it to the Auditor of the Impreſt. The Sum 
thus charged upon the Receiver General, includes Money, unſatisfied 
Bonds, and Impreſt Orders. Bonds are Securities given for the Pay- 
ment of certain Duties, principally Duties on Tobacco, India Goods, 
and Coals. Many of the Acts of Parliament that impoſe Duties upon 
Importation, do not require from the Merchant the Payment of all 
the Duties immediately upon the Entry ; they allow him to give a 
Pond for the Payment of either all, or certain Portions of them, at a 
future limited Time: The Bond is- given to the King, payable to the 

Receiver General of the Cuſtoms. The Tobacco Bond is taken from 
the Merchant, at the Port of London, by the Collector Inwards ; he 
delivers it over as Caſh to the Receiver General, in whoſe Hands it 
remains until diſcharged. : 

Where a Sum is to be advanced to any Perſon on Account, the Re- 
ceiver General iſſues it purſuant to the Order of the Commiſſioners of 
the Cuſtoms ; this Order, with the Receipt fo the Sum ſubſcribed to it, 
is retained in his Cuſtody until it is diſcharged ; hence it follows, that 
the Bonds being charged upon him as Caſh received, and the Impreſt 
Orders not being produced by him to the Auditors of the Impreſt as 
Vouchers, in his Diſcharge, he ſtands charged in his Account not only 
with the Caſh he has received, but alſo with the Sums due on theſe 
Bonds, and with the Sums he has iſſued purſuant to ſuch Impreſt 
Orders, 

The Diſcharge contains, Payments of Salaries; of Sums purſuant to 
Treaſury Warrants and Orders of the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms ; 
of Sums upon Debentures, Certificates, and Portage Bills; and Pay- 
ments into the Exchequer. | 

The Books aud Vouchers for theſe Payments, produced by the Re- 
celver General to the Auditor, are—The Quarterly Eſtabliſhme

Liſts 
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Liſts of the Salaries, Allowances, and Tallies—Books containing Entries 


of the Debentures, Certificates, and Portage Bills—together with the 
Tallies, Treaſury Warrants, Orders of the Commiſſioners, Debentures, 
Certificates, and Portage Bills, themſelves — all diſcharged by Receipts. 

To verify the Charge, the Auditor compares the Total of each Head 
of Duty, ſtated in the Account of the Receiver General as received by 
him, with the Entry of the ſame Total in the Charge made by the Con- 
troller General ; and, finding them to agree, he grounds upon the 
Authority of that Officer his Charge upon the Receiver General. 

In proceeding upon the Diſcharge, the Anditor requires an Authority 
and Receipt for every Payment. The Authority for the Payment of 
the Salaries, is the Warrant of the Treaſury annexed to the Eſtabliſh- 
ment, or the Patents entered in the Auditor's Office. Where the Pay-| 
ments are made purſuant either to a Warrant of the Treaſury not en- 
tered in the Office, or an Order of the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, 
the Warrant or Order muſt be produced to the Auditor ; where the 
Payment is for an incidental Charge or Allowance, it muſt be certified 
by the Controller General, and allowed by the Commiſſioners of the 
Cuſtoms. 

The Authority for the Payment of a Debenture, Certificate, or 
Portage Bill, is the Signature of Four of the Commiſſioners upon thoſe 
Inſtruments. 

The Tallies are the Vouchers for the Payments into the Exchequer. 

The Auditor compares the Entries of the Payments, in the ſeveral 
Liſts and Books, with their reſpective Vouchers ; he compares the 
Totals of the Payments, under the various Branches of Duties, in thoſe 
Liſts and Books, with the Entries of the ſame Totals in the Receiver 
General's Book of Account, and if they agree, he reduces the Account 
into the Form that Uſage has eſtabliſhed in the Office : This official 
Form varies from that in which the Receiver General draws up his 
Book of Account ; he ranges his Payments under thoſe Heads of Duties 
out of which they are paid ; but the Auditor diſtinguiſhes them either 
by the Service on which they are grounded, or the Authority that 
warrants the Payment, or the Inſtrument by which the Payment is 
made. 

The Balance being agreed, the Receiver General ſigns his Account, 
and ſwears to the Truth of it before a Baron of the Exchequer ; after 


which 
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which it is paſſed, with the uſual Forms, through the Offices of the 

Treaſury and Exchequer. | 

From a State of the Account before us, inſerted in the Appendix, it Appendix, 

appears, that the Total Charge upon the Receiver General of the Cuſ- Ne 7. 

toms, for the Year ending the gth of January 1782, was Three millions / 3,811,242 : 6 : 31. 

Eight hundred and Eleven thouſand Two hundred and Forty-two 

Pounds Six Shillings and Three Pence Three Farthings; of which, the 

Sum received during that Year, in Money and Bonds, amounted to 

Three millions Five hundred and Ninety-two thouſand Six hundred and £ 35924610 : 16 : 97 

Ten Pounds Sixteen Shillings and Nine Pence One Halfpenny. * 
The Total Diſcharge was Three millions Five hundred and Sixty- / 3,565,687 : 

five thouſand Six hundred and Eighty- ſeven Pounds Fifteen Shillings 

and Five Pence; of which, One hundred and Forty-eight thouſand L 148,645 : 12: 6. 

Six hundred and Forty-five Pounds Twelve Shillings and Six Pence $ 

was paid for Salaries, Incidental Charges, and Allowances; and Two L 2,772,346 : 6 : 44. 

millions Seven hundred and Seventy-two thouſand Three hundred and 

Forty-fix Pounds Six Shillings and Four Pence One Halfpenny, into 

the Receipt of His Majeſty's Exchequer ; and the Balance remaining 

in the Hands of the Receiver General, in Bonds and Impreſt Orders, is 

Two hundred and Forty-four thouſand Six hundred and Fifty-four £ 244,654: 3 : 5. 

Pounds Three Shillings and Five Pence, and in Caſh, Nine hundred { goo: 7 : 61. 

Pounds Seven Shillings and Five Pence Three Farthings. 


The Account of the Controller General is examined and paſſed in the 
following Manner: 

The General Book of Account, comprehending the Receipts and. 
Payments of every Collector of the Cuſtoms in England, in every 
Branch of the Duties during the Year, is the Ground of the official 
Account formed by the Auditor: This Book, ſigned and atteſted by 
him on Oath before a Baron of the Exchequer, the Controller General 
tranſmits to the Auditor; and with it, thoſe Books, Accounts, Liſts, 
and Vouchers, that verify the ſeveral Articles therein contained. The 
Sums with which he charges himſelf in this General Account, are 

theſe ; Firſt, The Money and Bonds depending at the End of the pre- 
ceding Year; Secondly, The Receipts, in Money and Bonds, and of 
Intereſt on Bonds, during the Year; Thirdly, The Money and Bonds 
received from other Collectors; and Fourthly, The Over-payments.—

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His Diſcharge comprehends the following Heads; Firſt, The Over- 
payments at the End of the preceding Year; Secondly, The Money 
and Bonds delivered to other Collectors; Thirdly, The Remittances to 


the Receiver General; Fourthly, The Payments of Salaries, Incidents, 


Debentures, Certificates, and Portage Bills, ranged under Heads ; and 
Fifthly, The Debts depending at the End of the Year. 

There are Three of theſe Heads, One in the Charge, and Two i in 
the Diſcharge, to which the Auditor principally directs his Attention. 
That in the Charge is, The Sums received in Money and Bonds: The 
Two in the Diſcharge are, The Remittances to the Receiver General, 
and, The Salaries and other Payments. | 

The Sums received in Money and Bonds, conſiſt of the Total Sums 
received within the Year, by each Collector, in each Branch of the Duties: 
Theſe Totals are taken from a General Receipt Book, which contains all 
the Sums received Weekly by the Collectors in the Port of London, and 
Quarterly by the Collectors at the Out Ports; and theſe are extracted 
from the London Weekly Account Books, and the Out Port Quarterly Ac- 
count Books; which being authenticated by the Signature of the reſpective 
Collectors and Controllers, are the Authority to the Auditor to allow the 
Charge, after finding, upon comparing them, that the Entries in the 
Weekly and Quarterly Account Books are correctly caſt up, and agree 
with the Entries in the Receipt Book, and that the Totals in the Receipt 
Book agree with the Entries of thoſe Totals in the General Account. 

The Intereſt on Bonds, included under this Head, is an inconſider- 
able Sum, received upon thoſe Bonds which are not diſcharged until 
after the Time they become payable. 

In the Diſcharge, the Head of Remittances to the Receiver General 


contains all the Sums of Money which the Collectors have either paid or 
remitted to him during the Year, together with the Sum which he himſelf 


has received from the Diſcharge of Bonds in his Cuſtody. This Get 
Account contains a complete Account of all the Bonds due, for every 
Branch of the Cuſtoms, in the Hands of every Accountant ; and therefore 
the Collector Inwards, having delivered to the Receiver G the To- 
bacco Bonds he has taken during the Year, is diſcharged of them in this 
Account, and the Receiver General becoming anſwerable for them, is in- 
ſerted among the Collectors, in the Place of the Collector Inwards, as 
far as relates to the Bonds, and is charged both with the Bonds received 
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in the Year, and with thoſe remaining in his Hands at the End of the 
preceding Year: As many of them as he converts into Money, he is 
diſcharged of; and the Sum produced by that Converſion is conſidered 
as a Remittance to himſelf, and placed in the Column of Remittances to 
the Receiver General : The Amount of this Column forming a prin- 
cipal Part of the Sum charged upon the Receiver General, and ad- 
mitted and accounted for by him in his Caſh Account, the Auditor 
wants no other Proof to give the Controller General Credit for it in 
this Account. | 


The Charge upon the Receiver General in the Caſh Account, ex- 
ceeds the Amount of the Remittances to him in this Account, becauſe 
it includes alſo the Duties received by him from Scotland and the Planta- 
tions, and the Difference between the Amount of the Bonds in his 
Hands at the Beginning and at the End of the Year. 


The Payments of the Salaries, Incidents, Debentures, Certificates, and 
Portage Bills, are examined by comparing the Vouchers for thoſe Pay- 
ments with the Entries in their reſpective Liſts and Books. The Vouchers 
for the Salaries at each Out Port, are the Quarterly Eſtabliſhments, 
ſigned by Four Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms: Thoſe for the Incidents, 
are the Bills themſelves diſcharged by proper Receipts. A Liſt is made, 
including both theſe Species of Payments, and Totals formed of the 
ſeparate Heads: This Lift is ſworn to by the Collector before his Con- 
troller, and an AbſtraQ of it is ſigned by the Controller General, and 
allowed by Two Commiſſioners, All theſe Payments, with the Totals, 
are entered into the General Salary and Incident Book, and the Totals 
copied into the General Account. Where the Salary or Incident in- 
volves a Computation, the Auditor examines it : He ſees that the Caſt- 


ing is correct, and traces the Entries of the Totals into the General 
Account. | 


The Vouchers for the Payments upon Debentures, Certificates, and 
Portage Bills, are the Inſtruments themſelves properly authenticated. 
Each Species is entered in a ſeparate Book ; the Payments under each 
Head of Duty caſt up to a Total; and the Totals entered in the 
General Account. The Auditor compares theſe Entries with the In- 
ſtruments, examines the Caſtings, and compares the Entries of the 
Totals with their correſpondent Entries in the General Account. 

The Heads in the General Account; the one in the Charge, of 
Money and Bonds received from other Collectors; the other in the 
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Diſcharge, of Money and Bonds delivered to other Collectors, are 
grounded upon the following Circumſtances: At ſome, of the Out 
Ports the Charges frequently exceed the Amount of the Duties there 
collected: Theſe are called Negative Ports. To enable a Collector to 
defray theſe Charges, the Board of Cuſtoms ſend him a Draſt, general- 
ly upon the Collector Inwards in the Port of London, payable to him 
or Order: This Draft he negotiates; and when paid, it becomes a 
Voucher to charge him with the Sum he has received, and to diſcharge 
the Collector Inwards of the Sum he has paid in his Account with the 
Controller General, who retains the Draft in his Poſſeſſion, without 
producing it to the Auditor. Upon the Death or Reſignation of a 
Collector, the Money and Bonds remaining in his Hands are delivered 
over to his Succeſſor, whoſe Account is charged with them, and the 
Account of the other diſcharged. The Auditor, in his Account, does 


not diſtinguiſh theſe from the other ordinary Receipts and Payments of 


the Collectors: Finding them thus charged and diſcharged in the 
General Account, he increaſes the Charge upon the one, and the Diſ- 


charge of the other, by the ſame Sums, upon the Authority of the 


Controller General: He has no other Evidence of theſe Tranſactions 
between the Collectors; nor is it neceflary he ſhould ; for, if theſe Two 
Heads of Money and Bonds received, and Money and Bonds de- 
livered, are even, the Charge muſt be right; and if the whole Sum 
charged is accounted for, it is immaterial which of the Collectors it is 
that renders the Account of it. 

The Four Heads, of Over-payments, and Debts depending, Two in 
the Charge, and Two in the Diſcharge, require Explanation. 

The Merchant is allowed, by ſeveral Acts of Parliament, upon 
the Re-exportation of certain Articles of Commerce, a Drawback, 
in ſome Caſes of the Whole, in others of Part, of the Duties he: has 
paid upon the Importation. Upon other Articles he is allowed 
a Bounty; in ſome, upon the Exportation, in others upon the 
Importation. This Drawback and Bounty is paid to him, upon 
producing to the Collector, at the Port where the Goods are exported 


or imported, a Debenture, authenticated by the proper Officers, as the 


Authority and Voucher for the Payment. Every Debenture is payable 
out of ſome Branch or Branches of the Cuſtoms. \ A Drawback being 
a Payment back, or a Return of a Duty, is paid out of the ſame 
Branch that received it. The Act that gives a Bounty, uſually directs 
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THIRTEENTH REPORT. 
out of what Duty it ſhall be paid: Sometimes it is directed to be paid 
out of any Money i in the Hands of the Collector. 


The Cuſtoms being divided into a Variety of Branches, every Col- 


lector keeps a diſtin& and ſeparate Account of what he receives and 


pays upon each Branch, ab tranſmits his Account, ſo diſtinguiſhed 
under Heads, to the Controller General. He is not permitted to keep 
in his Hands any conſiderable Sum of the Duties, but continues re- 
mitting them to the Receiver General whenever he has Opportunity. 
Hence it frequently happens, that a Demand for a, Drawback or a 
Bounty is made upon a Collector, at a Time when he has in his Hands 


either no Money at all, or a Sum not ſufficient on the Account of that 


Duty out of which it ought to be paid; but, having Money collected 
upon other Branches, he applies that Money in Diſcharge of the Pe- 


| benture, and takes Credit for the Amount of it upon that Head of Duty 


out of which it ought to have been paid; this is called an Over-pay- 
ment: The Conſequenee is, that Duty becomes indebted to him for 
the Amount of the Debenture, and he ſtands indebted for the ſame Sum 
to thoſe Duties out of which he has paid it. Ars th are called The 
Debts depending. 

It is in the Option of the Collector out of what Dudes he pays, 
either a Drawback, when he has no Money in his Hands upon the 
proper Branch; or a Bounty that may be paid out of any Duty, ex- 
cept in the following Inſtanees: There are Five Duties, Three on 
Coals, and Two on Coinage, called The Excepted Branches, out of 
which no Bounty ſhould properly be paid: The Reaſon is, the Duties 
on Coals are conſidered neither as Imports nor Exports, but as Duties 
paid Coaſtwiſe; and the Coinage Duties were originally laid for the 
expreſs Purpoſe of the Mint; and therefore, ſhould a Collector, 
having no other Money in his Hands, apply theſe: Duties in the Pay- 
ment of Bounties, the Controller General would correct his Account, 
and make him indebted upon the RIPE Branch, and overpaid upon 
a Branch liable to the Duty. 

This Mode of keeping the Accounts of theſe Payments is attended 
with this Effect: Though a Collector may have remitted to the Re- 
ceiver General, or paid away every Duty he has collected, ſo as to 


have no Public Money remaining in his Hands; yet, his Accounts of 
the ſeparate Duties not Hy balanced, he may {till continue to have

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vations Accounts open in the Cuſtoms : Almoſt every Collector, that 
has ever been in Offce, though long dead, has nevertheleſs Accounts 
fubſiſting; and the Number of ſuch Acedumts has been conſtantly 
increafing; in Proportion to the lnereaſe of the Number of Branches. 
Every Veatr's Account of the Cuſtoms muſt be complete, and com- 
prehend every Account not balanced; and, eonſequently, it muſt in- 
clude theſe old Accounts: But they are fo numerous, that were they 
all to be particularly inſerted; the Magnitude of the Annual Aeebufit 
would be enorinbus; and cotitinually incteaſing. To fhorten this Labbur 
there are formed Three Schedules; One called The Even Schedule, 
which contains a Liſt of Collectors with their reſpective ſubſiſting Ac- 
counts, in which the Amount of the Over- payments of each is equal 
to the Amount of his Debts depending: Another called a Dormant 
Schedule, including a Set of Collectors with their feveral open Ac 
counts, in which the Amount of the Over- payments of each is not ba- 
lanced by the Amount of his Debts depending: Theſe Collectors are in- 
debted to Government, but their Debts are confidered, for the moſt 
Part, as deſperate. Theſe Two Schedules were laſt regulated in- the 
Year 1776. The Third, called The Fluctuating Schedule, is formed 
every Lear: It contains the reſt of the Collectors who are dead, and 
their Accounts, either not even, or if even, not yet transferred into the 
Even Schedule; together with thoſe Collectors in Office, who, having 
had no Tranſactions during the Vear in certain Branches, are omitted 
in the Accounts of thoſe Branches; and inſerted in this Schedule, with 
the Balances under each Head, as they ſtand at the Foot of the preced- 
ing Year's Account. The Even and Dormant Schedules having been 
inſerted at length in the General Accounts of ſome preceding Years, . 
in the Accounts of the ſubſequent Years the total Amount only of the 
Oven payments, and Debts depending, under their reſpective Heads, 
are inſerted in the correſpondent Columns, with a Reference to that 
Year's Aecount in which they have been ſo inſerted: at large. 

The Account of every Collector, under every Head of Duty, in the 
Controller General's Account, is balanced; conſequently, if a Duty is 
overpaid, the Amount of the Over- payment, being the Balance due to 
him on that Duty, is entered in the Column of Over- payments in the 
Charge: If he has not exhauſted a Duty, the Sum remaining, being 
the Balance due from him on that Duty, is entered in the Column of 
Debts.

was paid or remitted to the Receiver-General ; One hundred and 
Thirty-four thouſand Five hundred and, Forty-two Pounds Seventeen

The Fees paid to the Auditors of the tape, as they appear in the 
Liſts inſerted in the Appendix, conſiſt of different Sums, paid for 
different Parts of the Account: The annual Expence of them to the 
Public, for auditing the Account of the Receiver General of the Cuſ- 
toms, is Seven hundred and Nineteen Pounds, and of the Controller 
General, Eight hundred and Nine Pounds; together, One thouſand

Duty. The Authority upon which they are grounded is, either the

This Inquiry into the Mode of Examination given to theſe Accounts 
in the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt, did not ſupply us with 
all the Information we ſtood in need of upon the Subject of the Cuſ- 
toms. Much important Matter ſtill remained for Inveſtigation in this 
extenſive and entangled Branch of the Public Revenue. That we 
might come at a Knowledge of all the Circumſtances attending it, we 
endeavoured to trace this Duty from the Merchant into the Hands of 
the Receiver General; and the Accounts kept of it, from the Firft 
Entry to the Delivery of thoſe Accounts into the Office of the Auditors 
of the Impreſt; attending chiefly to the Outlines and principal Parts of the

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Tranſactions, and omitting thoſe' minute Diſtinctions which create no 
material Difference in the Managefnient of this Revenue. To theſe 
Objects, combined as tliey are, and blended together in the Tranſac- 
tions they involve, we examined, in the Department of the Collection 
Inwards, in the Port of Lonubn, William Suctling Eſquire, Deputy 
Jollector; Mr. Yume, Deucun, Receiver of the Grand Receipt; Mr.

The Duties upon Imports from the 
Plantations, and upon Wine, being productive Branches of the Re- 
venue, and creating much Trouble in the Collection, have each a ſe- 
parate Receiver. All the reſt of the Duties Inwards are collected by

The Maſter of a Veſſel that imports Goods, makes a Report of his 

Ship and Cargo, as enjoined by various Acts of Parliament, on Oath 
before a Deputy Collector Anwards and ſome One of the other principal 
Officers, namely, the Controller, the Surveyor, or the Surveyor General, 
and leaves the Report with the Collector. The Merchant brings to 
ſome Officer in the Long Room at the Cuſtom Houſe his Bill of Lad- 
ing, which deſcribes that Part of the Cargo that belongs to him. From 
this Bill of I.ading the Officer makes out a Warrant, which contains 
an Entry of all thoſe Circumſtances relative to the Goods in the Bill 
of Lading, which are the Foundation of the Duties, and is ſigned by 
the Merchant. Of this Warrant he makes out Six Extracts, called 
Bills; One for each of the following Officers; the Collector, the Clerk 
of the Rates or Computer, the Controller, the Surveyor, the Surveyor 
General, and the Examiner. Each of theſe Bills contains the Names 
of the Ship and Maſter, the Port of Lading, and thoſe diſtinguiſhing 
Circumſtances of the Goods by which the Duties are regulated. The 
Warrant and Six Bills are carried to the Clerk of the Rates; who com- 
putes the Duties upon One of the Bills, and enters upon that Bill which 
is deſigned for the Receiver, as many Sums of Duties as there are 
Branches, caſt up to a Total, but not the Titles of the ſeveral Branches: 
Theſe computed Sums are expreſſed in Numbers of Twenty Times the 
Amount of the actual Duties, according to a Mode of Computation 
made uſe of in the Port of London, to avoid the Errors that might ariſe 
in computing the fractional Parts of the ſeveral Branches. Sometimes 
the Warrant and Bills are brought to the Clerk of the Rates, with the 
Duties already computed and entered upon the Warrant, and upon One 
or Two of the Bills; and then he either examines the Computation, or, 
if he fees Reaſon, truſts to the Accuracy of it, and puts his Initials

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upon One ot both of the: Bills; The Warrant and Six Bills are then 
carried to the Receiver who, ſeeing upon One of the Bills the Initials 
of che Cleric bf -the Rates anbentichting the Computation, or finding 
upon the: Face of i that tie Computation has deen made by ſome 
known. Officer; eitlter reuetves the Duties, or deſires they may be paid 
to the Receiver General; or, if they have been already paid, upon the 
Receipt of the Receiver General being produced; he enters upon the 
Warrant (unleſs: entered before) in Figures, the particular Sums pay+ 
able on each Branch, with the Total, omitting the Titles, and ſigns 
his Name to the Total. If the Warrant contains the Duties, he com- 
pares them with the Entries on the Bill, and ſigns the Totabz-which 
Signature implies that he has-received them: He enters upon the Wur- 
rant the Day of the Month, and the Number, and puts the ſume Num- 
per upon the Siu Bills: He retains One of theme and delivers the 
other Five, witty the Warrant, to the Clerk of thre Warrants; who pro- 
eures to the Warrant the Signature of the Examiner, and of One other 
of the Three principal Officers above mentioned, and puts the Bills 
into Five Boxes, for the Computer, the Controller, the Surveyor, the 
Surveyor General, and the Examiner; each of whom takes his Bill 
from his own Box.

The Priſage Tons are expreſsly excepted, 
by the At of Tonnage and Poundage, from the Duties impoſed by 
that Act; and from the Coinage Duty, by 20 Con, of he 
18th of Charles the Second, Chapter the Fifth. 

The Exemption, from theſe Three Duties, the old Subſidy, the Ad- 
ditional ' Duty, and the Coinage, enhances the Value of the Priſage 
Tons above other Tons, to the Amount of thoie Duties; and, there- 
fore, the Merchant pays to the ' Grantee of the Priſage Duty that 
Amount, in Addition to the Compolition of Two Shillings per Ton: 
And upon the ſame Ground he pays him likewiſe the Two Impoſts of 
1779 and 1782, upon the Priſage Tons; for thoſe Acts, having im- 
poſed the Five Pounds per Cent. upon the Amount of all the Duties 
then payable to the King, the Three Duties above mentioned on the 
Priſage Tons, not being then payable to the King, have been conſider- 

edi as exempt from thoſe Impoſts ; and the Value of the Priſage Ton 
being increaſed above the other Tons in Proportion, the Amount of 
thoſe Two Impoſts upon the Priſage Tons have been paid by the 
Merchant, ever ſince thoſe Acts, to the Grantee of the Priſage Duty. 
This Duty muſt be paid prior to any other: The Collector muſt not 
receive the reſt until he ſees that the Priſage is paid; and, therefore, 
the Warrant, and One Bill, is firſt brought to the Butler, or Priſage 
Maſter. The Warrant contains thoſe: Duties only payable to the King, 
not the Priſage Duties. The Butler computes the Duties, enters them 
upon the Bill, caſts them to a Total, and, if they are rightly computed, 
ſigns the Warrant. This Signature being Evidence to the Collector of 
the Payment of the Priſage, and the Deputy Priſage Maſter being at 
this Time alſo Computer of the Duties on Wine, he relies upon the 
Computation, receives the Duties as entered upon the Warrant, and 
ſigns it. |

Secondly, as to the Export Duties, or Duties Outwards. The Col- 
lector Outwards is the Officer who receives theſe Duties. 


f | 5 A Ship, 
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A Ship, deſigned for a Foreign Voyage, is entered by the Maſter or 
Owner with the Collector. The Entry deſcribes certain Circumſtances 
relative to the Ship, required by Acts of Parliament. The Merchant 
intending to export Britiſh Manufactures, brings to a Clerk in this 
Office a Warrant, deſcribing the Goods he deſigns to put on board 

that Ship. This Warrant, being reduced into the uſual Form, is/figned 

by the Merchant, and left with the Collector. A Copy of it is made 
out on Parchment, called a Cocket. The Duties are computed, and 
their ſeveral Branches entered upon both the Warrant and Cocket. The 
Collector compares them together, marks the Cocket with the Initials 
of his Name, and, upon receiving the Duties, ſigns his Name under 
them upon the Cocket as his Receipt. Four Copies are made of this 
Cocket (but without the Duties), and carried with it to the Controller, 
the Surveyor, the Surveyor General, and Copying Clerk Outwards ; 
each of whom keeps a Copy, and adds his Initials to the Cocket. The 

Controller then puts to it the Seal of Office; and, being ſigned by the 
Collector and Controller, or ſome One other of the principal Officers, 


it is delivered to the Merchant, as a Warrant to the Searcher, to per- 
mit him to ſhip the Goods deſcribed in it. rap rec hugh F 
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Thirdly, as to the Duties Coaſtwiſe. "Theſe ariſe principally from 
Coals ; which, being of different Kinds, the Quantity is computed of 
ſome by the Weight or Ton, of others by' the Meaſure or Chaldron. 
This Meaſure is likewiſe different at different Places. The Chaldron at 
the Port of Lading, whether Nezocaftle or Sunderland, is more than the 
Chaldron at the Port of London (which is according to the Wincheſter 
Meaſure) in the Proportion nearly of Twenty-one to Eleven. The 
Ship loaded with Coals is entered with the ColleQor of the Coal Du- l 
ties within Four Days after ſhe has paſſed Grave/end. The Maſter pro 
duces to him a Cocket, deſcribing the Quantity of Coals on board the 
Ship, if meaſured by the Chaldron, according to the Meaſure in uſe at 
the Port of Lading ; and either pays into the Hands of the Receiver 

General, or depoſits with the Collector, a Sum, computed upon the 
Quantity, ſufficient to anſwer the Duties; or otherwiſe, gives his Bond, 
with One Surety, to the Collector, to pay the Duties which ſhall be- 

come due upon the Quantity that the Sworn Meter ſhall certify to have 
been delivered from the Ship. -In either Caſe, of the Depoſit or Bond,

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the Duties muſt be difcharged within Sixteen Working Days after the 
Entry, or otherwiſe the Proprietor loſes the Diſeount of Two and One 
Half per Cent. allowed him upon the Amount of the Three old Duties. 


A Warrant is filled up from the Cocket, the Sum depoſited entered 


j 


upon it, and, being ſigned by the Collector and Controller, it is tranſ- 
mitted to the Coal Meter, as his Authority for delivering the Ship. 
After the Ship is cleared, the Coal Meter certifies upon the Back of 
this Warrant the Number of Chaldton delivered, according tothe 
Pool Meaſure. This Certificate being brought to the Collector, he 
computes the Duties upon the Quantities certified, and enters the Total 
of them in the Margin of the Certificate. The Controller re-computes 
theſe Duties, andeeither enters his own Computation in the other Mar- 
gin of the Certificate, or marks that of the Collector, to ſignify his 
Agreement with him. The Collector then ſettles the Duties with the 
Factor. Where a Depoſit has been made, if it exceeds the Amount of 
the Duties, as it moſt frequently does, he returns the Surplus; if it is 
leſs, he receives the Deficiency. A ſeparate Account being kept of 
the Duties and Depoſits, as the Certificates are produced, and the Duties 
computed upon them and received, the Collector becomes charged with. 
the Duties, and diſcharged of the Depoſits. If a Bond has been given, 
the Factor pays the Duties uſually to the Receiver General, leaves his 
Receipt with the Collector, and takes up his Bond. The Certificate 
remains filed in the Office. 


This is the uſual Mode of proceeding in the Entry of the Goods, 
and in the Computation and Payment of the Duties; but the Hurry 
and Multiplicity of the Buſineſs frequently occaſion a Deviation 
from the Order in which the Tranſactions are here deſcribed to follow 
each other; yet not ſo as to diſturb thoſe Circumſtances that are eſſen- 


tial to the Accuracy of the Computation, or the Security of the Re- 
ceipt. 

Beſides theſe Three, there are Two more Collectors, both Outwards, 
in the Port of London; a Collector of the Duties on Wool and Lea- 
ther, and a Collector of the Duties on White Woollen Cloths :. But the 
Produce of theſe Duties being repreſented to us as very inconſiderable, 
we did not think them important enough to require a particular Exa- 
The 
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The Computation ef the Duties is a material Part of theſe Tranſae- 
tions. There is ſome Rule for finding out the Quantum to be paid 
for every Duty; and the Terms of that Rule are defined by the Act 
that impoſes the Duty. The Legiflature aſſumes ſome Quality or Cir- 
cumſtance belonging to the Article of Commerce, as the Meaſure by 


which the Duty is to be regulated and aſcertained. It is in ſome Caſes 
a determinate Sum z in others a certain Portion of a Sum, to be eſti- 


mated either upon. a given - Quantity, Value, Mealure, Number, or 
Weight, of the Subject Matter, or to be computed upon the Aggre- 


gate of ſome former Duties. The moſt ancient Cuſtoms payable to the 


Crown, now ſubſiſting, are thoſe impoſed by the x 2th of Charles the 
Second, Chapter the Fourth, called the Act of Tonnage and Poundage. 
The Circumſtances adopted by that Act, as the Meaſures of the Duties, 
are—the Quantity—and the Value. The Objects of the Act are, 
Wine, Rated Goods, and a Species of Woollen Cloths. Wine being a 
Subject of liquid Meaſure, a certain Sum was impoſed upon a certain 


Quantity, vis. a Ton; whence this Duty obtained the Appellation of 


Tonnage. The Rated Goods are enumerated alphabetically in a 
Schedule annexed to, and forming Part of the Act, and called The 
Book of Rates. Upon each of them a certain Value or Rate (whence 
they derive their Name) is fixed, according either to the Quantity, the 
Meaſure, the Number, or the Weight; and a certain Portion of a 
Pound Sterling, computed upon the Amount in Value of the whole 
Quantity imported or exported, eſtimated according to the given Rate, 
is the Duty impoſed upon them, and from thence it is denominated a 


Poundage. Ihe Duty upon Woollen Cloths, being a certain Sum upon 


every Piece of certain Dimenſions, comes under neither of theſe Deno- 
minations ; hence theſe Three, The Tonnage, The Poundage, and a 
ſpecific Sum upon a ſpecific Article, comprehend all the Cuſtom Duties 
impoſed by that Act. Subſequent Acts of Parliament, finding new 
Objects for this Duty, introduced new Rules of Computation adapted 
to thoſe Objects: And other Acts, impoſing additional Duties upon 
the Objects of former Acts, and aſſuming new Meaſures of Computa- 
tion, have varied and multiplied the Rules for finding out the Amount 
of the Duties payable upon the ſame Article; and, a Variety of Articles 
of different Kinds being frequently comprehended in One Bill of 
Lading, the Computer is obliged to have Recourſe to a ſtill greater Va- 


riety 
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riety of Rules, before he can come at the Amount of the Duties pay- 
able upon the Goods contained in One ſingle Bill of Lading. 

The Subject Matter of the Duties we have hitherto been deſcribing 
are, either the Rated Goods, that is, thoſe Articles of Commerce enu- 
merated in the Book of Rates annexed to the Act of Tonnage and 
Poundage, and in the additional Book of Rates eſtabliſhed by the A& 
of the Eleventh of George the Firſt, Chapter the Seventh, upon various 
Goods omitted in the Firſt Book, or Goods charged with a ſpecific 
Duty: But there are other Species of Goods ſubject to Cuſtoms, not 
included in either of theſe Deſcriptions, and called Unrated Goods. 
Theſe Goods pay Duties ad Valorem, that is, the Value is the Meaſure 
of the Duty; and that Value is aſcertained, of ſome by the Oath of 
the Importer, of others by the Sale. —Where the Oath of the Importer 
determines the Value, that Oath is taken upon the Importation, before 
certain Officers of the Cuſtoms ; and as a Check upon the Oath, and to 
prevent Fraud, by the Regulations annexed to the Eleventh of George 
the Firſt, Chapter the Seventh, the Officers are at Liberty to take the 
Goods from the Importer at the Value ſworn to, paying him back the 
Duties he has paid for them, and allowing him Ten per Cent. more 
than the Value he has ſworn to. Theſe Goods muſt then be ſold pub- 
licly; and the Overplus of the Sum produced by the Sale, above the 
Value ſworn to and the Duties, is equally divided between the Crown 
and the Officers. If fold for leſs than the Value ſworn, to, the Crown 
ſuſtains the Loſs.—Where the Value is aſcertained by the Sale, the Du- 
ties are computed, either upon the Groſs Value, that is, the Price the 
Goods are fold at, or the reduced Value, that is, the Price they are 
ſold at after certain Deductions. This Meaſure of Computation is 
grounded upon the Act of the Second and Third of Anne, Chapter the 
Ninth, and relates to certain unrated Goods, imported by the Eaft India 
Company. The Deductions directed by that Act to be made from the 
Price at the Sale, and now in Uſe, are, an Allowance of Six Pounds 
ßer Cent. upon that Sum to the Company for their Charges, and the 
Amount of the Net Duties then payable to the Crown upon the Re- 
mainder. The Purchaſer of theſe Goods buys them free of Duties: 
The Company are to pay them; and the Sum of Duties they are to 
pay, depends upon the Sum ie by the Sale. This Sum, there- 
fore, contains the Allowance, the Duties, and the Value to the Com- 
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pany 3 andy being divided into theſe Three Parts, gives the Duties pay- 
able to the Crown upon the reduced Value. "AF «6; 6 ba ele 


The Multiplicity and Intricacy of the Rules for finding out the Du- 
ties, render it neceſſary to interpoſe Checks upon the Computation. 
The Collector is the Officer charged with, and reſponſible for, the 
Duties. It concerns him, therefore, as well as the Public, that they 
ſhould be accurately computed. The Collector Inwards is aſſiſted, in 
the Computation of the Duties, by the Clerk of the Rates, called alſo 
the Computer. One Officer in this Department computes the Duties 


on Wine; the other, all the reſt of the Duties. The Collector, pre- 


vious to ſigning his Name to the Duties upon the Warrant, muſt be ſa- 
tisfied that the Sums entered upon the Bill retained. by him, being the 
ſame with thoſe upon the Warrant, have been either computed or re- 
viſed by the Clerk of the Rates, or by ſome other known Officer, on 
whoſe Accuracy he can rely. — After the Buſineſs of the Day is cloſed, 
he enters in his Caſh Book, from theſe Bills, expreſſed in their real Net 
Sums, every Article of Duty he has collected during the Day, under 


its proper Branch. The Computer makes from his Bill the like Entries 


in his Caſh Book. Four other Officers, the Controller, the Surveyor, 
the Surveyor General, and the Examiner, have each of them a ſimilar 


Bill delivered to him by the Clerk of the Warrants, and is thereby fur- 
niſhed with the ſame Materials for forming the Computation. Each of 


theſe Officers computes the Duties upon his Bill, and makes daily En- 
tries of the Duties in his Caſh Book, ſimilar to the Entries made by the 


Collector in his Caſh Book. As often as Buſineſs will permit, theſe 


Five Officers examine and compare together every Entry in their re- 
tpeQtive Caſh Books, with the correſpondent Entries in the Caſh Book 
of the Receiver. The Articles that diſagree are re- computed; if they 


all agree, each caſts up to a Total the Entries of each Day, under every 


Branch of Duty, in his own Caſh Book : Of theſe daily Totals, he 
forms weekly Totals, and reduces them to One entire Sum ; which is 
the Amount of the Duties collected by each Receiver during the Week. 
Theſe ſeveral Totals are examined and compared together by the ſame 
Officers, in like Manner with the daily Entries ; and thus Five Officers 


become Checks upon the Collector, not only as to the Computation of 
1 every 


. 
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every Article of Duty in every Warrant, but as to the Sum of Duties 


Collected every Day and every Week, by every Receiver. 


The Collector Outwards has no Computer to aſſiſt him previous to 
his Receipt of the Duties: He computes them himſelf, and enters the 
ſeveral Branches upon the Warrant and Cocket, and inſerts in his 
Caſh. Book every Article of Duty under its proper Head; but Three of 
the Officers who are Checks upon the Collector Inwards, the Con- 
troller, the Surveyor, and the Surveyor General, are Checks likewiſe 
upon the Computation and Receipt of the Collector Outwards : Each 
of them has a Bill or Copy of the Cocket, and caſts upon his own Bull 
all the Branches of the Duties; and either that Day, or the next 
Morning, they all compare the Deſeription of the Goods, and the Sums 
of the Duties, entered upon their Bills, with the like Deſcription upon 
the Warrant in the Hands of the Collector. The Copying Clerk Out- 
wards does not compute the Duties upon his Bill, but he attends at the 
ſame Time with the Checks, to ſee that the Deſcription of the Goods 
upon the Bill agrees with the like Deſcription upon the Warrant: He 
enters the Bill in a Book kept for that Purpoſe, and tranſmits it to the 
Inſpector General of the Imports and Exports. Each of the Three 
Checks makes the like Entries of the Duties in his Caſh Book as are 
made by the Collector. Theſe Entries are caſt up to Totals, and com- 
"pared and examined with the correſpondent Entries in the Caſh Book 
of the Collector, in the ſame Manner as the Entries of the Collector In- 


wards are examined by his Checks. The Collector Coaſtwiſe is 


checked in his Computation and Receipt by a Controller and Examiner. 
The Collector and Controller having computed the Duties upon the 
Certificates, the Collector enters in his Books the Articles on each Cer- 


tificate under their ſeveral Branches, with the Depoſit, and the Number 
of Chaldron of Coals delivered. The Controller enters in his Books, 


in One Sum, the Amount of the Duties on each Certificate brought by 


different Factors, or the Amount of the Duties upon all the Certificates 


brought by the ſame Factor: He enters likewiſe the Depoſits from the 
Warrants, and the Number of Chaldron delivered from the Certificates. 
Each of theſe Officers form daily and weekly Totals, both of the Duties 
and Depoſits, and compare together thoſe Totals. Each of them, at 
the Cloſe of the Week, computes the Amount of every Branch of the 
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Duties upon the Number of Chaldron certified during the Week, and 
they compare together their reſpective Entries of the Quantity and of 
the Duties. Every Quarter a ſimilar Computation and Compariſon is 
made by both theſe Officers, upon the Amount of the Weekly Quanti- 
ties certiſied during the Quarter, caſt up to a Total. 

The Examiner interpoſes his Check upon the Collector once a Quarter. 
This Officer receives from the Collector his Quarter Book, from the 
Coaſt Collector a Quarterly Liſt of the Coal Ships, and from the Coal 
Meters, from Time to Time, a Duplicate of the Certificates. Thus 
furniſhed with the Quantity of Coals delivered during the Quarter, by 
computing the Duties upon that Quantity he checks the Computation 
and Receipt of the Collector. | | 


The Difficulty ariſing from the Variety and Intricacy of the Rules of 
Computation, renders the Interpoſition of Checks neceſſary, nor only 
upon the Receipt of the Duties, but likewiſe upon many of the Pay- 
ments, particularly the Payment of the Drawbacks. An Entry for 
Exportation, of Goods entitled to a Drawback, frequently compre- 
hends a Variety of Articles, ſometimes Twenty-five in Number, im- 
ported by the ſame or different Merchants, at the ſame or different 
Times, to be exported to the ſame or different Places. Upon ſome ob 
them all the Duties, upon others, Portions only of the Duties paid, are 
drawn back ; and ſometimes different Portions of different Duties upon 
the ſame Article, Parts of which have been imported at different 
Periods, and the Drawback upon that Species varied by the Legiſlature 
in the intervening Time: Every one of theſe Circumſtances requires a a 
different Rule of Computation. 70 

Debentures, whether for a Drawback or a Bounty, undergo a 
Variety of Formalities and Examinations, and muſt have a Number 


ef Signatures to render them complete: They are made out by the 


Collector Outwards; the one from a Certificate, ſigned by the Clerk 
of the Certificates, that the Duties under their ſeveral Branches, upon 
the Articles entered for Exportation therein enumerated, have been 
paid; the other from the Bond given by the Merchant for the Ex- 
portation of the Goods ſpecified in the' Entry. The Goods on which 
either the Drawback or the Bounty is computed, are thoſe certified by 
the Searchers to have been actually ſhipped. — On a Debenture for a 

Vol. III. E Drawback, 
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Prawhitk,” the Duties to be paid back, upon every Branch, are com- 
pated/ and endorſed in Figures, by the Clerk of the Rates. The Con- 
troller cheeks this Computation, The Examiner computes, and inſerts 
them in Figures upon the Back of the Debenture, with the Titles of 
the Branches, and the Amount in Words at Length. On a Debenture 
for a Bounty, the Collector Outwards computes, and enters, at dif- 
ferent Times, the ſeveral Branches, and the Amount in Figures and 1 in 
Words at Length. The Controller, Surveyor, and Surveyor A 2 
ſucceſſively check this Computation. 

Certificates of Over- entries and Damages, entitle the Merchant to re- 
ceive back a Proportion of the ſeveral Duties he ha s paid upon the 
Entry; and conſequently the N hot of this Proportion is ſimilar 
to that of the Duties themſelves. 

The Portage is an Allowance to the Maſter of a Veſſel, i in C0 
deration of his having made a juſt Report of his Cargo, of a certain 
Sum, in ſome Caſes of Six Shillings and Eight Pence, in others of Ten 
Shillings, per Cent. upon the Amount of that Branch called Cuſtoms, 
ariſing from his Cargo: It is paid to him upon his Requiſition. From 
hence it appears, that to all theſe Payments ſome Computation is ne- 
ceſſary, diſtinguiſhed only by the different Degrees of Labour and Diffi- 


The Duties being thus collected, and the Computation and Receipt 
checked, by Officers appointed te that Service, they are paid by the 
Collectors and Receivers themſelves, or by their Direction, into the 
Treaſury; that is, the Office of the Receiver General. 

The Receiver of the Grand Receipt is directed by his Deputation, 
to pay to the Receiver General the Money he ſhall collect each Day; 


and, at the End of every Quarter, to balance, as near as poſſible, the 
Accounts of all the Money he ſhall have received during the Quarter, 


by placing it to the ſeveral Funds to which it ſhall be applicable. All 
the Collectors and Receivers ought to pay into the Treaſury the Duties 
they collect during the Day, reſerving only ſo much as they have 
Reaſon to believe will be ſoon demanded of them on Account of the 
Revenue. The uſual Time of the Day for ſhutting up the Treaſury 
is Two O'Clock; but the Receiver, for the Accommodation of the 


 Mexchant, ſtays at his Office, and continues in the Receipt of Duties, 


beyond 
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beyond that Hour. Every Day, juſt; before the Treaſury ſhuts, he 
pays in nearly the Amoung, of the, Duties he has collected during the 
Day, and the Remains of the preceding Day, retaining a Sum ſufficient 
to anſwer the Pay ments he expects to be called upon to ; diſcharge. 
The Sum received in the Day by the Collector Outwards, not being 
conſiderable, he makes no daily Payments to the Receiver General; 
but at the End of the Week he pays, in One entire ans as near as 
may be, the Amount of his Collection during the Week. 

The Payments made to the Receiver General, by the Collectors 
Outwards and Coaſtwiſe, are of Caſh only. Thoſe made by the Re- 
ceivers Inwards conſiſt of Caſh, and Debeatares for Prawbacks and 
Bounties. Some of theſe Debentures, being paid by the Receivers to 
the Merchants out of the Duties they have collected, are delivered in 
to the Receiver General,as a Part of thoſe Duties ; others of them are 
taken by the Receiver of the Grand Receipt from the Eaſt India Com- 
pany, in diſcharge of certain Duties. The Merchant, having pur- 
chaſed from the Company, and exported, Goods entitled to a Draw- 
back, procures a Debeature for that Drawback, and pays it to the 
Company in Part of his Purchaſe Money. The Company pay it to 
che Receiver, on Account of the Duties they owe for thoſe Goods, and 
which are ſecured by their Bond. This Debenture, being accepted by 
the Receiver as Caſh, is paid in as Caſh to the Treaſury. 


The Receipt we have been deſcribing is of Duties paid upon the 
Entry; but there are Two Species of Goods (excluſive of Coals, de- 
ſeribed above) the Duties on which are not paid upon the Entry, but 
ſecured by Bonds; theſe are, Eaft India Goods, and Tobacco. | 

The Eaff India Company, for every one of their Ships, enter into 
Your Bonds, in penal Sums, to ſecure the Payment of the Duties; one 
for the rated Duties, payable within, Twelve Months; by equal Half 
Yearly Payments; another for the unrated Duties; a Third for the 
Fifteen per Cent. on Muſlins; and a Fourth for the Ten per Cent: on 
Callicoes. Theſe Three laſt are payable within, ſtated Periods from the 
Time the Goods are fold. The Bonds for the rated Duties are left 
with the Receiver of the Grand Receipt. Afier the Goods are landed, 
the Surveyor of the Eaſt India Company's Warehouſes ſends to him a 
Warrant, deſcribing the Goods, and ſigned by Eight Officers: The 
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Company ſend him the Six Bills: The Duties are computed upon the 
Warrant and Bills, and paſs the Checks in the uſual Manner. The 
Receiver enters theſe bonded Duties in a ſeparate Account in his-Caſh 


Book, under their proper Branches, and charges himſelf with them 


in his Weekly Abſtract, under the Head of Bonds charged: They are 


caſt yp to Totals, and examined with the correſpondent Accounts of 
the Checks, in the ſame Manner as the Duties received. As the com- 
plete Moieties of theſe Duties are paid to the Receiver, his Gaſh. 
Account is charged with them, and his Bonded Account diſcharged; 

and when he has received the Whole of the Duties he delivers up the. 
Bond. | 

The Bonds for the unrated Duties are delivered to the Collector In- 
wards. The Meaſure of theſe Duties being aſcertained by the Sale, 
the Goods are entered upon the Warrants and Bills; and the Duties 
computed and entered in the uſual Manner, and paid to the Receiver: 
And upon the Certificate of the Computer and Controller, that all 
the Goods contained in the Warrant have been ſold, and the Duties 
brought to Account in the King's Books, the Collector delivers up the 
Bond. 

The Tobacco Bonds are taken by the Receiver of the Plantation 
Duties, but not until after the Quantity of Tobacco has been entered 
upon the Warrant and Bills, and the Duties computed and entered in 
the uſual Manner. The Bonds are then given for double the Amount 
of the Duties, _and the Branches are entered in the Margin of the 
Bond. The Controller witneſſes the Execution, and enters the Branches 
of the Duties in his Book. The Receiver charges himſelf with them, 
under their ſeveral Branches, in his Account of Bonds charged. 
Every Month he delivers all theſe Bonds to the Receiver General, 
and diſcharges his Account of Bonds. This Bonded Account is thus 
transferred to the Receiver General; who charges himſelf with the 
Number of Bonds delivered to him, and with the Amount of the 


Duties ſecured by them. As theſe Duties are paid to him, he enters 


them in his Caſh Account, diſcharges Nas Bonded Account, on de- 
livers up the Bonds. 

The Payments into the Treaſury are the only Payments made by tlie 
Collectors Outwards and Coaſtwiſe. The "Three Receivers Inwards 


make other Payments out of the Paties they collect: They all pay

thoſe Debentures, which they deliver as Caſh to the Receiver General: 
And the Receiver of the Grand Receipt pays other Debentures, which 
he does not deliver to the Receiver General; and the Receiver of the 
Wine Duties pays Impreft Orders; both of which are produced by 
them, and allowed as Vouchers. in their Diſcharge, bs the Accounts. 
they ſeverally paſs with the Controller General. 

Theſe daily Payments are Payments on Account of the Duties; but 
at the End of the Week, every Collector and Receiver pays into che 
Treafury the Whole, or nearly the Whole, of the Duties then remain= 
ing in his Hands, and at the ſame Time delivers to the Receiver Ge- 
neral an Appropriation or Arrangement of all the Duties he has paid 
in during the Week, under ſeparate and diftin& Heads or Branches of 


Duties. This Appropriation is grounded upon the Ads of Parliament 


that impoſe the Duties. — As the Legiſlature have, from Iime to Time, 
for the Increaſe or Improvement of this Revenue, either ſelected new 
Objects, or laid additional Duties upon the. Objects of former Acts, 
they have directed, in many of the Acts, diſtin Accounts to be kept 
of the Duties to ariſe from each Act, by the Officers both of the 
Cuſtoms and of the Receipt of His Majeſty's Exchequer; and, where 
the Acts have been ſilent as to this Diſtinction, yet theſe Officers have 
kept the Accounts ſeparate. Hence the Cuſtoms have, in Proceſs of 
Lime, branched out into a Variety of Heads, to which, as they aroſe, 
the Officers of the Cuſtoms have given Titles, expreſſive, in general, 
either of the Date, Subject Matter, Deſign, or Rate of the Duty. 

The Number of Branches now ſubſiſting, in the Port of London and 
the Out Ports, is Sixty-eight; of which the Department Inwards com- 
prehends Fifty- three. Of Duties expired, but of which the Accounts 
are {till open, and rendered every Year, by the Controller General, to 
the Auditor of the Impreſt, there are R and Five more, 
called the Plantation Duties; in all One es.

It is in conſequence of the ſeveral Acts, chat. the Duties are entered 

in diſtin Sums upon the Warrants, Cockets, and Bills; and in 
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Columns, under ſeparate Heads, in the Caſh Books, of the (alleQars, bs

As the ſame Accounts muſt be diſtinguiſhed | N the Receipt of tho 


Ne 8 the Officers in that Department, muſt receive the Appro- 


priation- 
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priation from the Receiver General: He muſt receive it from thoſe 
who collect the Duties, and pay them to him. The Caſh Books of 
every Collector and Receiver contain an Aceount of the Amount of 
the daily and weekly Receipts, accurately appropriated under -their 
proper Branches; and his weekly Appropriation, given to the Receiver 
General, ſhould contain the Net Surplus of his Receipt above his Pay- 
ments in each Branch: But the Payments made by the Receiver 
General, out of the different Branches, occaſion a Deviation front; this 
Appropriation. He makes up his Account at the End of every Week, 
and pays his Balance into the Exchequer. The only appropriated 
Sums he receives, in the Courſe of the Week, are, the Collections 
from the Out Ports, and the Payments on Bonds; but he is continu- 
ally, either ' purſuant to Orders, or in the alli Courſe of Buſimeſs, 
making Payments out of certain Branches, without a Poſſibility of 
knowing, at the Time, whether the Receipt upon thoſe Branches will, 
at the End of the Week, be ſufficient to balance the Payments: This 
occaſions frequent Over-payments in various Branches. It is the 
Uſage in the Office of the Receiver General, and neceſſary to prevent 
conſtant Confuſion in his Accounts, not to permit any Branch in his 
Meekly Account to be overpaid : To prevent it, therefore, at the End 
of the Week, after he has caſt up his Receipts and Payments upon 
every Branch, he delivers to the Receivers Inwards, and ſometimes to 
the Collector Outwards, a Liſt of all the Branches overpaid, and what 
Sums of the Receipt of the Week he wants to have appropriated 
— under thoſe Branches: On the ſmall unproductive Branches he re- 
| quires the exact Balances; on the productive Branches, entire Sums, 
rather more than the Balances. The Receiver delivers in to him an 
Appropriation of all the Duties paid by him into the Treaſury during 
the Week, ſigned by him, and examined and agreed by a Clerk in 
the Office of the Receiver General : In this Appropriation he gives 
him the Sums under the Branches he has required, and appropriates 
the Reſidue among the other Branches. As the Duties fo appropriated, 
at the Requeſt of the Receiver General, muſt be taken from other 
Branches, the Receiver endeavours, in the Appropriation of the 
next Week's Receipt, to Teftore theſe Loans of the preceding Week, 
from the Branches to which ey had been nee to "note WIGS 
they were taken. e 
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The Receiver General does not interfere in the Appropriation of the 
Coal Duties; for, Debentures for Drawbacks, and certain Salaries, 


being the only Payments made out of them by the Receiver General, 


the Receipt in every Branch always exceeds the Payments. Upon the 
laſt Day of every Week, the Receiver General makes out Four Ac- 
counts; or Certificates. One of them contains the Surpluſſes of his Re- 
ceipts, above his Payments, in every Branch, during the Week, pur- 
ſuing the Appropriation, delivered to him by the Collectors and Re- 
ceivets. On the ſucceeding Wedneſday he delivers this Certificate, and 
pays into the Exchequer the Amount of theſe Surpluſſes. The other 
Taree contain, each of them, the Amount of the Duties received by him, 
during the Week, from all the Collectors and Receivers in the Port of 
London, and at the Out Ports, under each Branch, according to the 
Appropriation of the Collectors and Receivers; and the Amount of the 
Payments made hy him in each Branch, and the Surpluſſes of each 
Branch to be paid by him into the Exchequer. He ſigns theſe Certi- 
ficates, and ſends them, One to the Lords Commiſſioners of His Ma- 
jeſty's Treaſury, One to the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, and the 
Third to the Superviſor of his Receipts and Payments. 

Every Week, every Collector and Receiver makes out an Account 
of his Receipts and Payments during the Week. The Regeipts are the 
Totals of each Branch of the Duties received in the Week, as entered 
from the Warrants, caſt to One Total, which is the Amount of the 
Receipt of the Week. The Payments are the Sums paid during the 
Week into the Treaſury; which Sums, in the Accounts of the Three 
Receivers Inwards, conſiſt of Caſh, and Debentures paid as Caſh; 
But the Account of the laſt Week of the Quarter, of the Receiver of 
the Grand Receipt, contains alſo the Amount of thoſe Debentures 
which he has paid during the Quarter, and not delivered to the Re- 
ceiver General; and the Account of the Receiver of the Wine Puties, 
includes the Impreſt Orders he has paid during the Week. The Pay- 
ments to the Receiver General are appropriated, in all theſe Accounts, 


in the ſame Manner as in the Appropriation, Papers delivered to him by 
the Collectors and Receivers. EF e RP; | | 

The Debentures paid by the Receiver of the Grand Receipt, and 
not delivered to the Receiver General, are paſſed eyery Quarter with 
the Controller General, and appropriated under thoſe Branches out of 
which they were paid.

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The Impreſt Orders, paid by the Receiver of the Wine Duties, are 
paſſed once a Year with the Controller General ; they are, much the 
greateſt Part of them, paid out of One Branch only, the Impoſt on 
Wine and Vinegar; and, conſequently, appropriated under that 
Branch.—Theſe Debentures, and Impreſt Orders, are ſent, with the 
Accounts, to the Controller General, as Vouchers for thoſe Pay- 


nents. 
The Collector Outwards, paying his Receipt only once a Week, 


upon the laſt working Day, into the Treaſury, generally appropriates 


the Sum he pays in, to one Branch only, and to that Branch which has 
produced to him the greateſt Portion of Duties: In his Weekly Ac- 
count, he appropriates this Sum to the ſame Branch under which he has 
paid it in to the Receiver General. | | 

It has been uſual for theſe Collectors and Receivers, in the laſt Week 
of every Quarter, to appropriate the Receipt of that Week among the 
Branches, in fuch Proportions as to bring the Receipts and Payments, 
under each Branch, as near as poſhble to a Balance; but the great In- 
creaſe lately in the Number of Branches, has delayed the Completion 


of this Part of their Buſineſs. The Weekly Account and Duplicate 


are both ſigned by the Collector or Receiver, as vouching both Sides of 
the Account, and ſent to his Controller, and to ſome other of his Checks : 
They compare the Receipt Side with the correſpondent Accounts in their 
own Books, and ſign both the Account and Duplicate, as vouching 
the Truth of the Receipt, but not of the Payments. The Account is 
Jent to the Controller General, and the Duplicate to the Superviſor of 
the Receiver General's Receipts and Payments. This laſt Officer, be- 
ing thus poſſeſſed of the Weekly Certificates of the Receiver General, 
and of the Duplicates of the Weekly Accounts of the Collectors and 
Receivers, by comparing the Receipts admitted in the Certificates, with 
the Payments ſtated in the Duplicates, knows, with Certainty, the 
Amount of the Payments into the Treaſury, from the Port of London, 
during the Week; and ſees that the Receiver General has charged 
himſelf with that Amount: He is a Check likewiſe upon the Bonded 
Account of the Receiver General, and upon the Depolits made, and 

the Intereſt due on the Bonds. 
The Receiver of the Plantation Duties, at the "Time he delivers the 
Tobacco Bonds to the Receiver General, ſends to the Superviſor a 
Schedule 
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gchedule of them, ſigned by his Controller. The Receiver General 


ſends to him the Bonds themſelves. He compares them with the Sche- 
dule, enters them in his Account, and returns them to the Receiver 
General. As theſe Bonds are diſcharged,” the Receiver General certi- 
Ges to him the Caſh he receives, and on what Bonds,—Where a Mer- 
chant makes a Depoſit with the Receiver General in Part Diſcharge of 
his Bond, he brings the Receipt of the Receiver General for that De- 
poſit, to be regiſtered by the Superviſor, before he pays it to the Re- 


ceiver General; and where Intereſt becomes due on a Bond, the Su- 


perviſor calculates and enters it before it is paid into the Treaſury ; 
and, occaſionally, the Superviſor examines the Bonds remaining in 
the Cuſtody of the Receiver General, in order to be ſatisfied that he 
poſſeſſes the Number he ſtands charged with. ; 

Upon the remaining Duties that come to the Hands of the Receiver 
General, namely, the Collections at the Out Ports, in the Plantations, 
and in Scotland, the Superviſor is no Check: No Account of them is 
tranſmitted to him. To watch the Receipt of theſe Duties, is the Pro- 


vince of the Controller General. When theſe Collectors remit to the 


Receiver General, their reſpectivęe Controllers fend to the Controller 
General Accounts of thoſe Remittances. The Weekly Certificates of 
the Receiver General, ſent to the Controller General from the Board, 
ſhew how far he has charged himſelf with thoſe Remittances. 1 

The Payments by the Receiver General are, Sums due upon De- 
bentures, Certificates, Portage Bills, and the Eſtabliſhments; Sums in 
purſuance of Treaſury Warrants, or Orders of the Commiſſioners of the 
Cuſtoms; and the Surpluſſes into the Exchequer. The Superviſor 
examines them all. The Receiver General ſends to him, every Day, 
thoſe Books which contain the Entries of the Debentures, Certificates, 
and Portage Bills, which he has paid the preceding Day. The Super- 
viſor copies theſe Entries; and every Saturday Two Clerks in each Of- 
hce compare the Entries in both their Books with the Inſtruments 
themſelves ; and if they correſpond, and have their proper Acquittan- 


ces, theſe Vouchers are cancelled (by ftriking an Iron, particularly 


pointed, through them) and left with the Receiver General.—Copies of 
the Eſtabliſhments are ſent by the Board to this Office; and where a 
Payment is directed by a Patent, Conſtitution, or. Treaſury Warrant, 
thoſe Inſtruments are there entered. The Superviſor, generally, every 
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Quarter, compares the Entries of theſe Kinds of Payments in the 
Weekly Certificates, with the Vouchers, and with the Eſtabliſhments 
and Entries of the Authorities in the Office, and ſigns his Name to each 
Voucher as a Certificate to the Auditors of the Impreſt that he has 
examined it. He examines the Tallies from Time to Time, with the 
Surpluſſes ſtated in the Weekly Certificates to have been paid into the 
Exchequer, and ſigus and returns them to the Receiver General. The 


Receipts and Payments of the Receiver General being thus check- 


ed, and the Vouchers for his Payments all returned to him, examined 
and authenticated by Officers appointed to that Service, he draws up 
his Annual Account, and tranſmits it with the Vouchers to the Auditor 


of the Impreſt. 


Such is the Progreſs of the Cuſtom Duties in the Port of London, and 
in this Manner are the Accounts of them kept. The ſame Rules are 
purſued at the Out Ports, as far as the Difference of Circumſtances will 
admit. edn; 
Every Out Port has a Collector, a Cuſtomer, and a Controller: The 
Collector computes, receives, and keeps an Account of all the Duties. 
The other Two are intended as Checks upon him, and are equally 
bound to make the Computations and to keep the ſame Accounts, 
except in the Inſtance of the Duties on Coals Coaſtwiſe, which are 
not within the Province of the Cuſtomer; for the Legiſlature has 
intruſted the Management of thoſe Duties entirely and peculiarly to the 
Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms: They are collected and controlled by 
the ſpecial Appointment of that Board, and not, as the other Duties, 
by virtue of the Warrant of the Treaſury; and therefore ſometimes the 
Coal and other Duties are both collected and controlled by different Per- 
ſons. | 7 | 
Among the Duties paid upon Coals at the Out Ports, we found a 
Duty paid at Newca/tle, and not brought to the Account of the Public, 
Not being able to procure, readily, other Means of Information relative 
to this Duty, we applied to Sir Black/fone Conyers Baronet, Collector of 
the Cuſtoms at the Port of Newca/tle ; who informed us, by Letter, that 
the Duty we inquired after is One Shilling per Chaldron, by the Ne- 
caſtle Meaſure, paid by the Fitter, on Account of the Purchaſer of the 
Coals, at the Time of clearing the Ship Coaſtwiſe, This Duty, as well 
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granted away from' the Crown.

The Quarterly Account is the Subject of Examination. A Quarter | 
Book is tranſmitted to the Board, by every Out Port Collector, every 
Quarter. It contains all the Tranſactions of the Quarter, both as to 
the Receipts and Payments, except the Remittances to the Receiver 
General: It ſtates the Circumſtances of every Entry, and the Duties 
ariſing from it, ranged under their proper Branches; together with 
every Payment, placed under ſome Head of Duty: And with it are 
ſent up all the Vouchers for the Payments. The Cuſtomer and Con- 
troller each ſends up a ſimilar Quarter Book. The Examiner takes the 
Collector's Quarter Book, with the Debentures, Certificates, and Port- 
age Bills. The Surveyor has the Quarter Books of the Cuſtomer and 
Controller. The Account of the Payments of Salaries and Incidents;

The Accounts*6Ptht'Out Pott Collectors are examined by Three 
Officers at the Cuſtom Houſe in London; the Examiner, the Surveyor, 
and the Inſpector of the Out Port Collectors Accounts; each of whom 


Every Out Port Collector tranſmits to the Board Three Accounts; a 
Monthly, a Quarterly, and an Annual Account. The Monthly Ac- 
count is an Abſtract of all his Receipts and Payments during the Month. 
This being a Caſh Account, ſhews the Balance remaining in his Hands 
at the End of every Month. The Controller General extracts the Ba- 
lances from theſe AbſtraQts, and tranſmits them 3 ; who 
ſend them to the Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury. The Annual 
Aceount is an Abſtract of his Receipts and Payments during the Year : 
This is of Uſe to the Controller General; it aſſiſts him in adjuſting the 
Account he keeps in his Books of the ſame Period. Both theſe: Ac 


There are Four of theſe Examiners. The Out Ports are divided into 
Four Claſſes. Each Examiner takes a Claſs ; and every Quarter he 
takes a different Claſs, by regular Rotation; ſo that every Examiner, 
in the Courſe of the Year, examines One Quarterly Account of every 
Out Port. This Officer is a Check upon the Computation and Appro-. 
priation of the Duties: He examines and ſees that every Duty received, 
and every Drawback, Bounty, Allowance, or Portage Bill paid, is ac- 
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eurately computed and placed to its proper Branch; the Errors, whieli 
are very frequent, he corrects, and ſurcharges the Collector with any 
Deficiency ;* he caſts up the 1 'otals, puts his Initials upon the Inſtru- 
ments, and, at the Foot of the Quarter Book, forms an Abſtract, com- 
poſed of the I otals of the Receipts under each Branch. He ſigns this 
Abſtract, and delivers the Quarter Book te the Surveyor, and the 
Vouchers to the Inſpector: Upon j. back the Quarter Book 
from the Surveyor, he ſends it to the Controller — The 
Surveyor, being thus poſſeſſed of the Three Quarter Books, it is his 
Province to compare them. He pays little Attention to the Account of 
the Cuſtomer; for in all the Out Ports, except Five or Six, the Col- 
leor himſelf is the Deputy Cuſtomer, and fends up, though not very 
regularly, a Quarter Book in each Capacity. 'The Surveyor depends 
upon the Account of the Controller, as the Check upon that of the 
Collector. If he finds, upon comparing them, that they agree, he 
ſigns, at the Foot of the Collector's Quarter Book, the Abſtract of the 
Examiner, and returns the Book to him: If they do not agree, he 
marks the Differences in the Margin of the Controller's Quarter Book ; 
which, with that of the Cuſtomer, is depoſited in this Office. 
The Out Port Collector, generally, every Quarter, ſends to the Board 
a preparatory Account of Incidents incurred at his Port, with the Bills 
themſelves. Theſe Bills are referred to the proper Officers for their 
Examination and Report; in conſequence of which, the Board iſſue 
their Orders to the Collector and Controller for the Payment of them. 
The Inſpector receives, either from the Board or the Collector, a 
Quarterly Account of his Payments for Salaries and Incidents during 
the Quarter, ſworn to by him before his Controller, and ſigned by 
both of them. With this Account he receives the Eſtabliſhment, and 
the Vouchers for all the Payments. He compares the Entries of the 
Payments in the, Account with the Vouchers. He examines the For- 
mality of the Voucher, and ſees that it is warranted by the proper 
Authority, that is, the Eftabliſhment or Order of the Board. wh ny 
NE received from the Examiner the Debentures, Certificates, and Portage 
a Bills, he enters them, with alt the other Payments, in his Book® ind 
delivers the Account, with all the Vouchers, to the Controller General. 
This Officer, being thus poſſeſſed of complete Accounts of the Re- 
ceipts and Payments, with the Vouchers of all the Collectors, both in 
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London and at the Out Ports, examined and checked by Officers ap- 
pointed for that Purpoſe, makes up from theſe Materials his Annual 


Vouchers, to the Auditor of the Impreſt. EN 


Beſides the Duties we have been deſcribing; there is another Source 
of Revenue accruing to the Crown from the Cuſtoms, the Produce of 
which is caſual, and of a Kind different from the reſt; namely, the 
Fines. and Forfeitures. Theſe are the Shares, veſted in the Crown 
by the ſeveral Acts of Parliament, of the Penalties incurred by Of- 
fenders againſt thoſe Laws, and of the Money produced by the Sale, 
either of Goods condemned after Seizure, or of Goods liable to be fold 
under other Circumſtances. % ev: r 

A Knowledge of the Manner in which this Branch of the Buſineſs is 
conducted, is conveyed to us in the Examinations of Milliam Stiles 
Eſquire, Secretary to the Cuſtoms; Mr. William Cooper, Solicitor of 
the Cuſtoms for the Northern Ports of England and Wales; Mr. Tho- 
mas Chauntrell, Deputy Receiver of Fines and Forfeitures for London; 
Mr. William Williams, Chief Clerk to the Receiver of Fines and For- 
= fcitures for the Out Ports; and Mr. Fobn Baſtin, Firſt Clerk to the 
_ Accountant of Petty Receipts. Theſe Fines and Forfeitures are received 
1 by various Perſons. There are Four Solicitors for the Cuſtoms: One 
for London and the Weſtern Ports; One for the Northern Ports; an- 
other for Bonds and criminal Proſecutions; and another for Coaſt 
Bonds. The Two firſt of theſe, who are the principal, receive Fines, 
and Sums ariſing from the Compromiſe or Compoſition of Seizures, 
and the Value at which Seizures are appraiſed, when delivered upon 


Receipts contain the Shares of the Crown only; others, the Shares of 
the Crown and Officers ; others, the Law Charges likewiſe. The So- 
licitors pay the Shares accruing to the Crown into the Exchequer, 
either of courſe, or purſuant to Warrants of the Treaſury. They de- 
duct the Law Charges, and pay the Shares of the Officers in conſe- 
quence of the Orders of the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms ; and thus 
theſe Officers become accountable to the Public. Their Accounts are 
paſſed by an Officer in the Cuſtoms, called the Auditor of the Solici- 

; tor's 


Security to anſwer the Value in caſe of Condemnation. Some of theſe 
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tor's Accounts. Every Year the Solicitor delivers to him an Account 
of his Receipts and Payments during the Lear, with the Vouchers. 
This Auditor checks the Receipts by the Orders of the Board directing 
theſe Payments into his Hands. The Vouchers for the Payments are 
the Tallies and Orders of the Board, with the Receipts annexed. The 
Auditor, after Examination, ſigns and certifies to the Truth of the 

Account. It is then laid before the Board, and returned to the Soli- ; 

citor, who keeps it with the Vouchers in his own Office.

Where Goods are to be ſold, the Sale is by public Auction, and 
cotduted] if in London, by the Warehouſekeeper, and the Money is 
paid to the Receiver of Fines and Forfeitures for London; if at the Out 
Ports, by the Collector and Controller, and the Money is paid to the 
Collector. Notes of the Seizure, in each Caſe, are entered in the of 
fice of the Accountant of Petty Receipts. _ | 

In London, Four Officers, the Warehouſckeeper, the — of the 
Warehouſes, the Receiver of Fines and Forfeitures for London, and the 
Controller, make up and ſign an Account of the Sale; which contains, 
among other Things, the Sum each Article or Lot is fold for. Three 
Landing Surveyors, who have attended the Sale, make out the like 
Aecount as a Check. Both theſe Accounts are laid before the Board, 
and by them tranſmitted to the Accountant of Petty Receipts. This 
Officer from thence makes out an Account, in which he divides the 
Amount of the Sales into the Charges of Condemnation and Sale, and 
the Shares of the Crown and of the Officers. The Board, upon ſeeing 
this Account, direct the Payment of the Charges and of the Shares to 
the Officers. - The Receiver retains the Share of the Crown, to await 


the Orders of the Board. At an Out Port the Collector and Control 


ler make this Diviſion of the Produce of the Sales, and pay of courſe 
the Charges and Shares of the Officers at the Out Port, and remit the 
Shares of the Crown, and of thoſe Officers who are to be paid in Lon- 


don, to the Receiver of Fines and Forfeitures for the Out Ports. Theſe 


Remittances are entered in the Office of the Accountant of Petty Receipts. 
The Shares of the Crown, in the Hands of theſe Receivers, are liable 
to * Payments of Salaries, Incidents, and Impreſts, purſuant to the 
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Orders of the Board; and the Surplus is to be paid into the Exche- 
quer. The Board frequently call for the Balance in the Hands of the 


Receiver for London; and the Accountant of Petty Receipts, from 


Time to Time, ſtates to them that Balance, and ſuggeſts how much of 
it may be paid into the Exchequer. The Board direct the Payment 
to be made within Three Days; and the Receiver, within Three Days 
after, produces his Tally to the Accountant of Petty Receipts. The 
Receiver for the Out Ports, every Fortnight, makes out an Account of 
the Caſh in his Hands, and lays it before the Board, who order the 
Payments to the Officers. He is direded by his Inſtructions to pay 
every Fortnight, into the Exchequer, the Money then in his Hands on 
Account of the Crown ; but within theſe Two Years, all the Payments, 
which had been before uſually made by the Paymaſter- of Incidents, 
have been ſince made by this Receiver; and theſe Payments have not 
only exhauſted the Shares of the Crown, but rendered Applications for 
Impreſts neceſſary, in order to diſcharge them. The Accounts of both 


theſe Receivers, and of the Collectors at the Out Ports, as far as relates 
to the Produce of Seizures, are paſſed by the Accountant of Petty Re-

The Receiver for London paſſes an Account of every Sale. He pro- 
duces to the Accountant his Book, containing all his Receipts and Pay- 
ments relative to that Sale, and the Balance of his Caſh Account, with 
the Vouchers for all the Payments, except the Tallies, which he has 
produced before. The Notes of Seizure having been entered in this 
Oſſice, and the Two Accounts of the Sale tranſmitted to, and the Di- 


viſion of the Amount made by this Officer, he is enabled to check the 
Receipt Side of this Account; and by the Vouchers, which are the 
Orders of the Commiſſioners, with the Receipts annexed, he checks 


the Payments. He warks every Entry in the Account with his Ini- 
tials, retains the Book and Vouchers, and gives the Receiver an Ac- 

quittance for them. TEE 
The Accounts of the Receiver for the Out Ports undergo a double 
Examination, One Account is made out. every Fortnight. The Ac- 
countant, after Examination, certifies to the Truth of it, and lays it 
before the Board. The other, which is the final Account, is made out 
every Quarter, and comprehends all the Receipts and Payments of the 
Quarter, The Receipts are checked by the Entries of the Remittances. 
from 
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from the Collectors at the Out Ports. The Payments are compared 
with the Vouchers; which are the Orders of the Commiſſioners, and 
Receipts annexed. The Accountant retains the Vouchers, but delivers 
back the Account to the Receiver. The Collector and Controller at an 
Out Port ſend up to this Office, every Quarter, a State of the Sales, 
and of the Receipts and Payments, during the Quarter, with the 
Vouchers for the Payments. The Accountant relies in a great Mea- 
ſure, for the Truth of the Account, upon the Signature of the Control 
ler appearing upon the Fuce of it. He examines the Orders and Re- 
ceipts, with the Entries of the Payments, and keeps both Ge! — 
and 1 in his Office. | | 


"Thaw, have we endeavoured to trace the Cuſtom Duty om. the Mer- 
chant. into: the Receipt of the Exchequer, . and the Accounts, of this Re- 
venue from the Entry upon the Warrant into the Office of the Auditor 
of the Impreſt. 

It remains for us to obey the Injunctions of the Legiſlature, by ſub- 

-mitting to the Wiſdom of Parliament ſuch Matter of Obſervation, and 
Regulation as reſults from this Inquiry. 


WE do not find that the Public profit from-the Examination given 
by the Auditor of the Impreſt to the Accounts of this Office of Receipt, 
more than they appear to have profited by the like Examination given 
to thoſe of the Offices of Expenditure, which have been under our Con- 
ſideration. The Nation acquires from thence no additional Security 
againſt Errors, Miſapplication, or Fraud, either in the Collection or 
Management of their Revenue. The Auditor admits the Charge, both 
upon the Receiver General and Controller General, juſt as he receives 
it from the Controller General, without any Examination of his own, 
except the mere Caſtings. He allows the Diſcharge upon tlie Pro- 
duction of the Authorities and Vouchers. He admits the Vouchers 
upon the Signature or Allowance of the Commiſſioners, or the 
Certificate of the Controller General ; and all theſe Vouchers have 
undergone a previous Examination in various Departments of the 
Cuſtoms, Of the Formalities of many of them the Auditor can form 
no judgment. He is a Stranger to thoſe Objects in which the Public 
are the moſt materially intereſted ; the Receipt of the Duties, the Cem-, 
putation both in the Receiprs and Payment, and the Propricty and Rea- 

* | ſonablenels 
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ſonableneſs of the various Charges of Management. For the Truth of 
all theſe the Public muſt ſtill rely, as the Auditor himſelf does, upon 
the Accuracy of the Computers and Checks, and upon the Fidelity and 
Judgment with which the Authority is exerciſed that directs the Pay- 


ments, juſt as if no ſuch Office exiſted as that of Auditor of the Impreſt; 
and, therefore, we are of Opinion, that the Interpoſition of the Audi- 
tors of the Impreſt, in the Accounts of the Cuſtoms, is uſeleſs, and 
ought to be diſcontinued; and that the Condition of the Finances of 
this Country requires, that the Annual Expence of One thouſand Five 


hundred and twenty-eight Pounds, incurred by paſſing theſe Accounts, 
ought, for the future, to be ſaved to the Publie. 


We do not ſay that the Examination at preſent given to theſe Ac- 
counts, in the Office of the Cuſtoms, is ſufficient for the public Secu- 

rity and Satisfaction. Had a complete Check exiſted in this Office, it 
would have been difficult, without the moſt reprehenſible Negligence, 
for any Part of the Duties to have been diverted in its Paſſage into the 
Exchequer, or to have been detained for any Time from the public 
Service. But we are at liberty to ſay, that if a Check, unconnected 
with and independent of the Office of the Cuſtoms, is effential to the 
public Security, a new Office muſt be created, or new Powers given, 
for that Purpoſe ; for the Auditor of the Impreſt is not that Officer. 
It appears, in our Eighth Report, that the Accounts of the Exciſe 
Duties are audited in a Department of the Exciſe Office. The Com- 
miſhoners themſelves are Accountants. The Auditor examines, draws 
up in the Exchequer Forms, and paſſes the Accounts through the Of- 
fices of the Treaſury and Exchequer. We know of no Diſtinction that 


renders this Mode of Audit eligible in the Exciſe, and ineligible in the 
Cuſtoms. 
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The Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, are no Accountants. The Ofh- 
cial Checks are numerous ; and it is probable, a Suppreſſion of uſeleſs, 
and a Retrenchment of redundant Offices, in the-Management of this 
Revenue, may admit of the Inſtitution of an Audit Office, without in- 
creaſing the Expence of the Public: Nor is ſuch a Mode of Audit a 
Novelty in the Cuſtoms. The Accounts of the Solicitors, and of the 
Two Receivers of Fines and Forfeitures, and of the Collectors of the 
Out Ports relative to the Seizures, are all paſſed by Officers of the

In our Examination into the Cuſtom Duties paid by the Subject, we 
found Two, one on Wine, the other on Coals, not brought to the Ac-- 
count of the Public, but the Property of Subjects, under ancient 
Grants from the Crown. Every Duty levied upon the Subject, im- 
plies a Right in the Public to that Duty; and ought, uniformly, to be 
collected by publie Officers, and applied to public Purpoſes. In re- 
gulating, varying, or increaſing the public Duties payable upon the 
Article liable to the private Duty, the private Right may interfere with 
that of the Public; or, ſhould it eſcape the public Attention, as it 
frequently may, the legiſlative Interpoſition may be attended with 
Conſequences neither foreſeen nor- intended. The Reafon is not 
obvious, why the Priſage Wine ſhould have been exempted from a 
Part of the Impoſts of the Lears 1779 and 1782 laid upon all other 
Wines. The Priſage Maſter may be conſidered as the Importer of a 
certain Quantity of Wine, ſubje& to certain Duties, though not to all 


the Duties payable by other Importers. The Legiſlature, attentive to-. 


the Neceſſities of the State, ſeem to have intended to impoſe an equal 
Rate of Duty upon every Object of the Cuſtoms and Exciſe, with 
ſome Exceptions. A Rate upon the Prifage Wines, equal to that upon 
other Wines, had been Five Pounds per Cent. upon the Amount of 
the Dutics. payable upon other Wines of the ſame Deſcription. The 
conſtructive Exemption of the Priſage Tons from this Poundage, upon 
the Branches to which they were not then liable, operates as a Parlia- 


mentary Grant of that Poundage to the Grantee of the Priſage Duties, 


without any apparent Claim to ſuch Increaſe ; and, therefore, we think 
it would tend to Uniformi:y in the Collection and Application of this 
Revenue, facilitate the Acts of the Legillature, and be of equal 
Benefit, 


A, 
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Beneſit, at leaſt, to the Public and the Grantees of theſe Duties, were 
they, by the Conſent of the Grantees, to be re-veſted in the Crown 
for the Public Services, and a reaſonable Compenſation or clear Annual 
Sum, ſecured by and payable out- of the Duties to ariſe from the 
ſame reſpective Articles, veſted in the Grantees, under the ſame Li- 
mitations, in lieu of and as a Commutation for their Rights to the

Having received, from the Auditor of the Impreſt, the Weekly Ac- 
counts 6f the Collectors and Receivers in the Port of London for the 
Year 1781, bound up in ſeparate Books, upon examining the Entries, 
we found that the Receipts and Payments of each Week ſeldom cor- 
reſponded. We have extracted from thoſe Books, and inſerted in the 
Appendix, the Totals of the Weekly Receipts, and-Payments of Four 
of them during the Firſt Quarter, and of the Collector Outwards 
during the Two Firſt Quarters, of the Year 1781. That this In- 
equality between the Receipts and Payments might be explained to us, 
we examined thoſe Officers. The Three Receivers Inwards, Mr. 
Deacon, Mr. Gyles, and Mr. Mucklow, informed us, that the Credit 
Side of theſe Accounts do not contain all the Payments they make 
during the Week: They both pay and detain in their Hands Sums out 
of the Collection of the Week, which are omitted in the Week's Ac- 
count. The Receiver General takes in, upon the Day. they are paid, 
none of thoſe Debentures which the Receivers pay, either late on a 
Friday, or on a Saturday; and, frequently, Debentures paid earlier in 
the Week cannot, without Inconvenience to both Offices, be delivered 
to him until the ſucceeding Week, and, conſequently, they cannot be 
included among the Sums paid to him in the Week in which the Re- 
ceiver has diſcharged them, | 

The Receiver of the Grand Receipt is alſo continually paying thoſe 
Dehentures which he paſſes with the Controller General, none of 
which are inſerted among his Weekly Payments, but all together in 
the Account of the laſt Week of the Quarter. Each of theſe Re- 
ceivers retains likewiſe, at the End of the Week, ſo much of his Col- 
lection as he thinks he ſhall want to diſcharge ſuch Debentures as he 
expects will ſoon be brought to him for Payment. The Omiſlion

Mr. Dodſon, the Depery ColleQor of the Duties — told us, 
that, in the ufual Courſe of his Buſineſs, the Sum paid in the Week 
into the Treaſury, nearly equals the Amount of the Duties collected 
in that Week, but that uſual Courſe had been interrupted for rather 
more than a Year, of which Period the Two. Firſt , Quarters of the 
Year 1781 were a Part. About the End of May 1780, he: received 
Directions from his Principal to pay a Part of his Weekly Collection 


into the Hands of a Banker. From the 3oth of May to the th of 


October following, he paid all he collected in each Week (except a 
Sum paid into the Treaſury) into the Hands of a Banker, and placed 
it there in his own Jongg but drew out no Part of it for any private 
Purpoſe.

We have, in our Firſt Report, adopted, as a Principle of Public 

Prudence, as well as Benefit, that every Duty ſhould paſs from the

Pretence whatever; and, therefore, there ought to be continually 

exiſting, wherever the Nature of the Receipt will admit of it, ſome 

Power, to be frequently and ſtrictly exerted, of calling for, inſpecting, 

and controlling the State of the Caſh- of . nn intruſted r 

the Receipt of Public Money. 

The Office of the Cuſtoms is lafticncd for the ole Purpoſe of of e con- 

ducting the Receipt of a moſt productive Revenue conſtantly flowing 

in. In every Office of Reeeipt the Collection is the important Truſt G 
to be anxiouſly watched and guarded ; and yet thefe material Officers, = 
the Collectors and Receivers in the Port of London; are never called 

upon; nor do they ever produce any State of their Caſh, until their 

Annual Accounts are examined; and their Balance Books produced to 

the Officer of Control. It is true, each of them is accurately 

charged, in his Weekly Account, with all he receives. His * 
is completely checked, and fo are his Payments, as far as they are 
;ated;- but there is no Check upon the Payments not ſtated, 
. N | and, 
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and, conſequently, none upon the Caſh remaining in his Hands un- | 
applied. e | 

The Commiſſioners, who are the ſupreme Officers, never ſee his 
Weekly Accounts. They have no Knowledge of the State of his 
Caſh: He carries over no Balance: Each Week's Account is inde- 
pendent of, and unconnected with, the Account of either the preceding 
or ſucceeding Week. We do not fay, nor have we found Reaſon to 
ſuggeſt, that any of theſe Officers (except in the ſingle Inſtance ahove 
related) have, at any Time, withheld, miſapplied, or diverted the 
Duties; but ſhould any Officer, urged by Influence, or the Preſſure of 
his own Occalions, be induced to divert or delay his Payments, he 
may, under Colour of. Debentures paid, of which he gives no Ac- 
count until the laſt Week of the Quarter, or of Sums reſerved upon 
ExpeQation, of which he is the ſole Judge; or, even where he has 
not the Aid of theſe Pretences, he has it in his Power, during the 
Receipt of many Weeks, to accumulate, without Interruption, a very 1 
conſiderable Sum, and continue to increaſe that Sum, until the Con- = 
troller General, awakened by the Appearance of the declining State of = 
the Revenue, inquires into the Cauſe, and reclaims the Duties; yet 
not ſo effectually, but that, notwithſtanding his Exertions, and Annual 
Check upon the Account he paſſes as his own, a Sum may for Years 
eſcape his Examination, and be kept back from the Treaſury. 

To guard againſt this Miſchief, we are of Opinion, that the Of- 
ficers of Receipt in the Port of London ſhould be confined to the Re- 
ceipt ef the Duties only: That the Paymeyts of all the Debentures 
and Impreſt Orders ſhould be committed to tlie Receiver General, and 
tranſacted in a Branch of his Department. We are alſo of Opinion,

General, in the Manner which beſt ſuits his Arrangement of the Re- 
ceipts of the Week. 


The Subject that has occurred to us, as the moſt important in this 
Inquiry, is the Intricacy and Perplexity that involve the Collection and 
Accounts of this Part of the Public: Revenue. The Examination 
tews us, that the Number of Rules required in the Computation, and 
the Number of Branches under which the Accounts of theſe Duties -» 
are kept, are the principal Sources of this Evil. The obvious Remedy 
is, to reduce the Number of theſe Rules and Branches, as near as Cir- 
cumſtances ill admit, to Unity, and to'introduce a ſyſtematic Simpli- - 
city and Uniformity into the Manner of keeping the Accounts. 'This 
Regulation is become an Object of high and urgent Importance for the 
Attention of the Legiſlature. . The Number of Accounts are increaſed ' 
in almoſt every Seſſion of Parliament: Seven new Accounts were 
created by the Acts of the laſt. The Merchant, ignorant to what 
Duties he is liable, muſt rely upon the. Officer. The Labour of the 
Officer is become great: The Number of Entries Inwards, in the Four 
Months ending with October laſt, was Fifteen thouſand Three hundred

chequer, by the Receiver General, is formed, that the Duties paid in 1

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One Day. The Collectors at the Out Ports, by their frequent Ap- 
plications to the Board, profeſs themſalves ignorant. Errors, in the 
Computations are daily; the Science difficult, poſſeſſed. by few, and in 
Danger of being loſt; and this in a Branch of the Revenue produo- 


tive, improving, and eſſential to the Support and Credit of the Nation. 


In a Revenue that embraces ſuch a Variety, it is hardly poſſible to 
introduce, ſat once, Regulation co- extenſive with the Objects. It muſt 
be a Work of Time. A practicable Syſtem muſt be formed BPAn 
Principle, and carried by Steps and Degrees into Execution. 

In almoſt. every Inſtance of Goods liable to Duties, in order to 
obtain the Amount, it is neceſſary to have recourſe to Two Rules of 
Computation at leaſt; in many to Five. As a Proof of the Multiplicity 
and Intricacy of them, we have procured from Mr. Richard Fretwin, 


che Examiner of the Duties Inwards, and inſerted in the Appendix, 


Examples of the Rules by which the Computation muſt be made, * 
upon the ſame and different Articles. 
The Three Rules adopted by the Act of Charles the Second, The 
'Totinage; The Poundage, and The Specific Duty, are ſimple. The 
Rate per Ton, or the Value by the Meaſure, Number, or Weight, 
being given, or a certain Sum impoſed upon a defined Article, tlie 
Amount of the Duty upon any given Quantity is eaſily found. Theſe 
Rules ſhould, therefore, be retained or adopted, wherever the Subject 
Matter is of ſuch a Nature as to be capable of the Application. The 
Rules by which the Computation is made, of the Duties to be paid 
upon each Article, may be reduced to One, by applying the Rule to be 
retained or adopted, in ſuch a Manner, as to produce the ſame, or 
nearly the ſame Sum, as is produced by the Rule to be rejected.“ 
Where the Operation produces a Fraction, as it frequently muſt, 
the Duty ſhould be increaſed to an Integral.

The Management of this Reveriue wil derive Relief froth the Sim- 
plicity introduced by this Regulation; but far more important and 
extenſive will be the Effect, if all Diſtinction TdF Branches in the 
Cuſtoms can be aboliſhed, and One intire Sum only, be the Duty to be 
collected upon each achned Subject of Duty, and One Head of Cuf- 
toms comprehend the Whole of this Revenue. There will then be no 
longer a Neceſſity for that Multiplicity of Computations and Entries; 
One Sum will frequently ſtand in the Place of Fifteen, always in the 
Place of many, upon the Warrants, Bills, and Inſtruments, and in all 
the Caſh Books and Accounts Bork referred to. There will be an End 
of Appropriations of Receipts and Payments, of Branches overpaid and

It is true that the Diſtinction in the Receipt een eee 
Branch contributes to the common Stock for any given Period: But 
that Knowledge ſeems to be mere Matter of Curioſity; no Uſe is made 
of it; it is the Ground of no Operation of Finance; the Quantum of 4 
the Produce has no Relation to the Quantum of any particular Service: 
The Fund receives the Whole ; and, whether it be more or leſs pro- 


ductive, equally affects every Service; if the Fund produces enough 


for every Service, it 1s immaterial what Share each Branch contributes 
to it. 

It is frequently neceſſary, for the Regulation of the Commerce upon 
any particular Article, to know the Annual Amount of the Duty pro- 
duced by itz but that Knowledge cannot be collected from the Sum 
produced by any of theſe Branches, becauſe the Sum paid into the 
Exchequer upon any Branch, does not diſtinguiſh from what Articles 
the Duties ariſe which compoſe that Sum; it comprehends the Aggre- 
gate of the Duties collected upon every Article that has been imported 
or exported, within the Time of the Collection, liable to the Duty. 
This Knowledge is obtained from the Inſpector General of Imports and 
Exports, who keeps an Account of every Species of Goods, whether 
imported or exported ; and, the Quantity of the Goods, and the Rate 
of the Duty, being given, the Sum of the Duty produced by it in any 


given Time is eaſily computed.

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Since the DiſtinQion of the Branches thus carried over in the Receipt 
of the Exchequer ſeems to us to be of no Uſe, we are of Opinion, that 
all the Branches of the Cuſtom Duties, carried over to theſe Four 
Funds, and amounting together to Thirty- ſeven, may be added to the 
Eight unappropriated Branches, and the Produce of them paid as One 
Sum, under One Head, into the Receipt of the Exchequer.

he applied to no other Uſe but that of defraying the Expence of the 
Mint. One of theſe Duties, that on Spirits, is, by the Ninth of George 
the Second, Chapter the Twenty-third, Section the Seventeenth, car- 
ried and appropriated to the Uſes of the Aggregate Fund. 

At preſent, the whole Produce of the remaining Branch, the Duty 
on Wine, is applied to the Coinage; but, this Service generally ex-

Nothing has as yet been iſſued of the Duties collected for the En- 


couragement of the Growth of Cotton in the Leeward lands; nor has 


there been any Demand from England for any Part of her Share in the 
Produce of the other Branch. Scotland has received Payments on Ac- 
count of her Share, which is Seven Fifteenths of the Produce. 

It cannot be material out of what Duties theſe Services are ſupplied:

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ter are no, otherwiſe connected than as Proprietors of Shares in the ſame 
Fund or Annuity. At the Creation of theſe Annuities, the Legiſlature 
has always appropriated ſome exiſting Branches of the Public Revenue, 
or created ſome new Branches, either in the Act that grants the An- 
nuity or in ſome ſubſequent Act, as a Fund out of which the Annuity 
is to be paid. The Act of the Fifth of William and Mary, Chapter the 
Twentieth, which incorporated- the Bank of England, and the Act of 
the Ninth and Tenth of William the Third, Chapter the Forty-fourth, 


which gave riſe to the E India Company, each impoſes a Variety of 


new Duties, and, out of the Produce, appropriates a certain Sum to 
the Uſe of thoſe Perſons who ſhould become Subſcribers to a Loan pro- 
poſed to be advanced to Government, upon the Terms mentioned in 
the Act. The Act of the Ninth of Queen Anne, Chapter the Twenty- 
firſt, which erected the South Sea Company, creates a Fund, out of 
Duties then exiſting, to anſwer the Annuities granted by that Act, to 
thoſe Proprietors of certain Public Debts, who ſhould ſubſcribe them 
into the Stock of the Company. In all the Acts which have occurred 
to us, for raiſing Money by granting Annuities to Individuals, until 


within theſe few Years, the Funds appropriated for the Payment of the 


Annuities have been inſerted in the ſame Act: But of late Years, the 
Annuities have been granted by one Act, and the Funds created by 
ſome ſubſequent Act of the ſame Seſſion. In this latter Caſe, the Sub- 
ject does not lend his Money upon the Credit of any particular Secu- 
rity : Ignorant what it will be, he leaves the Choice of the Fund to the 
Legiſlature, and relies for the Payment of his Annuity upon ſuch 
Means as they hall think proper to adopt. | 

Where the Security is coupled with the Loan in the ſame AR, the 
Subject expreſsly accepts the Security as held out to him, and lends his 
Money upon the Credit of it: And yet the Legiſlature, repreſenting all 
the Creditors of Government, as well as the reſt of the Subjects, and

| We cannot preſume to pronounce, without a previous Examination, 
chat they can be applied to ſuch other Offices of the Revenue as are 
perplexed with a Multiplicity of diſtinct Accounts; but it is highly pro- 
bable, that Diſtinction, in every Office, is, for the moſt Part, rendered 
neceſſary, 
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neceſſary, upon the ſame Ground of Appropriation. ; and, if ſo, it may 
upon the ſame Principles be aboliſhed, This will open the Way to a 
great Meaſure of Financial Regulation to the Iutroduction of the moſt 
ſimple of all Modes of Account into the Depolitory of the Public Trea- 
ſure—the Formation of One Fund, into which ſhall, low every Stream 
of the Public Revenue, and from whence. thall _ the Qupply- for 
every Public Service. bn 

The Public Creditor may ſafely rely upon thin Fund. fbr the Bapnent 
of his Annuity: The Exceſs of it will be the ſame as the Exceſs: of the 
Sinking Fund would be, were that Fund to continue in its e 
State. 

How far the Produce of the Sinking Fund hid cn the — 
upon it, appears from the Account of the Surpluſſes for theſe laſt Ten 
Years. The Sum therein ſtated as the Surplus of the laſt Vear is in- 
complete: It amounted to above One million Six hundred thouſand 
Pounds more; which Sum has been iſſued to ſupply the Deficieneies of 
the Taxes for Five Quarters, occaſioned in Part from the Intereſt of 
the Loans often taking place long before the Taxes raiſed for the Pay- 
ment of the Annuities commenced, and ſtill longer before any Part of 
them were received and in Part from the Unproductiveneſs of other 
Duties. The Uſage has been, to replace theſe Deficiencies to the Sink- 
ing Fund from the Supplies of the Year. 

Thus, one great Fund of Revenue, compoſed of the Annual Income 
of the State, will be the ample Security to every Public Creditor for the 


Payment of his Annuity ; and the collateral Security to that Fund, the 
Property of the Nation. 


This Plan is conſiſtent with every Diſtinction of Account in Pas Ex- au 


chequer, that may be neceſſary to preſerve the Knowledge of the Pro- 
duce of each of the ſeveral leading Branches of Revenue, and the Quan- 
tum and Circumſtances of the Iſſue for any particular Service. There 
is no Danger of confounding the Receipts, or of the Iſſues exceeding 
ths Sums voted or appropriated to each Service. 


We have confined this Inquiry to the Collection of the Duties i in the 
Office of the Cuſtoms, the Payment of them into the Exchequer, and 
the Manner in which the Accounts of them are kept in both Offices.

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What remains, and will be the next Object of our Examination, is 
the Diminution of the Produce of theſe Duties by the Charges of Ma- 
nagement; which, though a Branch of the ſame Subject, is capable of 5 
a diſtinct and ſeparate Conſideration. The Objects it involves are nu- 


merous, and of Moment to the Public : The Inveſtigation muſt, from 

the Nature of - them, require much Time and Attention. Had we 

waited until that Inveſtigation could have been completed; our Report,

The Poundage upon the Coinage Duty is grounded upon the Act of 
the 25th of Charles the Second, Chapter the 8th, which empowers the 
Board of Treaſury to allow to the Officers employed in the Collection 
and Receipt of that Duty, out of the Money ariſing therefrom, Salaries 
and Allowances not exceeding in the Whole Twelve Pence in the 


Pound of the Money collected. By Warrant of the Treaſury, dated 


the 13th of December 1714, this Poundage is directed to be equally 
diyided, in the Port of London, between the Receiver of the Duty, 
the Controller General, and the Receiver General; to each Four 
Pence in the Pound. | 

The Poundage upon the Groſs Produce ariſing from the Sale of the 
Enumerated Goods, is regulated by a Minute of the Board of 
Cuſtoms, dated the gth of May 1728, and paid out of that Produce. 
This Minute directs what Poundage ſhall be paid to thoſe Officers, both 
in London and at the Out Ports, who are employed in the Conduct of 
this Buſineſs, as a Reward for their Service.

Such of theſe Salaries and Allowances as are appointed to be paid 
to the eſtabliſhed Officers, are inſerted in the Eſtabliſhment made out 
every Quarter for every Department in the Port of London, and for 
every Out Port.

All the Salaries and Allowances, except the Poundages and the In- 
cidental Expences of the Cuſtoms in London, are paid, unleſs otherwiſe 
directed by the Warrant or Order, out of the Duties placed under the 
Head of Cuſtoms ; and in the Out Ports out of any Money in the Hands 
of the Collectors, to whatever Branch of Duty it may belong, unleſs it 
be one of the excepted Branches. 

Regularly every Duty ſhould defray the Expence it occaſions: It 
ought to bear its Proportion of the General Charges of Management 


but that is utterly impracticable, as the ſame Officer, or Claſs of Officers, 
with a Variety of different Stipends, collect and keep the Accounts of 


the numerous Branches, and the Amount of the Duties ariſing from

regularly before the Board; they order the Payments into the Exche- 


quer, and the Tallies are produced to the Accountant of Petty Receipts, 
The Sums due to the Crown, recovered by the Solicitors, are paid by 
them into the Exchequer, either by Order of the Board, or of courſe; 


their Accounts are laid before the Board, and they produce the Tallies 


to the Auditor of their Accounts. The Inſpector of Proſecutions re- 


ceives no Information relative to theſe Shares but from ſome Office in 
the Cuſtoms. He 1s indebted for all his Entries to the Regiſter of 
Seizures, the Books of the Solicitors, the Certificate of the Accountant 


of Petty Receipts, or the Minutes of the Board. 

Since then the Board of Cuſtoms either have, or may have, full Know- 
ledge, i in every Caſe, both of the Shares of the Crown, and of the Sums 
paid under that Denominationinto the Exchequer, any further Check upon 
theſe Payments ſeems to be utterly unneceſſary; and heavy has been, and 
ſtill is, the Expence to the Public for this uſeleſs Office. By a Warrant of 
the Treaſury, dated the 4th of Augu/? 1687, it appears that this was 


not intended at firſt to be an eſtabliſhed Office. The Compenſation allowed 


the Officer was a Poundage of Twelve Pence upon the Sum paid into 
the Exchequer.

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The Duties Inwards are computed, and the Accounts of them kept, 
by Six different Officers. Four of them, the Controller, Surveyor General, 
Surveyor, and Examiner, are Checks upon the Collector: The Clerk of 
the Rates is his Aſſiſtant. Three of them, the Controller, Surveyor 
General, and Surveyor, are alſo Checks upon, and keep the ſame Ac- 
counts of the Duties Outwards, with the Collector Outwards. | 

The Import into the Port of London is the moſt productive "Rey of 
the Revenue of the Cuſtoms: The Objects are numerous; the Compu- 
tation is difficult; and the Buſineſs continual : So that the Controller, 
who is the proper Check upon the Collector, is alone not ſufficient ; but, 
with the Aſſiſtance of the Two efficient Officers, the Clerk of the Rates 
and the Examiner, the Collector may reſt ſecure in the Accuracy of his 
Computation and Receipt, if he finds, upon comparing m_ the Ac- 
counts of thoſe Three Officers agree with his own. 

The Duties Outwards are ſo inconſiderable, that a gage Check upon 
the Collection, that of the Controller only, ſeems fully | ſufficient:

In Proportion 
to the Multiphcity of Treaſuries, the Accounts become complicate, the 
Paſſage into the Exchequer the more liable to Delay, the Danger of 
Loſs increaſed, and a Knowledge of the complete State of the Revenue 
the more difficult to be obtained. | 
There are in the Cuſtoms, beſides the principal Treaſury, which is 
the Office of the Receiver General, ſeveral inferior 'Freaſuries, all in- 
dependent of each other. Three of the Solicitors, and the Two Re- 
ceivers of Fines and Forfeitures for London and: the Out Ports, receive 
Sums ariſing from Penalties, Fines, Forfeitures, and the Produce of 
Seizures, out of which they make Variety of Payments; and ſuch. Por- 
tions of the Shares of the Crown as are intended for the Exchequer, 
they pay in, without the Intervention of the Receiver General, either 
of courſe, or purſuant to their Inſtructions or the Orders of the Board 
of Cuſtoms. 

We are of Opinion, that al theſe inferior Treaſuries ſhould be 
aboliſhed ;—that the Solicitors ſhould pay all the Sums they recover of

The Revenue has been in Danger of Loſſes, in Two recent

Officers, procured by us from the Office of the Cuſtoms, it appears, that 
a conſiderable Part of the Public Money remitted to them, and-converted 
to their own Uſe, had not been recovered to the Uſe of the Public.

It is probable, that, among ſuch a Number as are returned to us ex- 
iſting in the Cuſtoms, there are many of the inferior Offices to which: 
theſe Regulations may, with equal Propriety, be ,extended. Had we 
deſcended to an Inquiry minute and particular enough to have enabled 
us to form a Judgment upon them, it would have engaged too much of. 
our Time: Enough has already been conſumed in the Labour of In- 

veſtigation, to the Extent we have proceeded, though confined to the 
Office of the Cuſtoms, and Port of Londam only, 25 

In ſome of theſe inferior Offices the Duty does not ſeem to be of Con- 

Jequence enough to warrant the Continuance of them. For Inſtance, 

{there are Sixteen Land Carriage Officers, at a Salary of Thirty-five 
Founds a Year each, and a Surveyor, at a Salary of Sixty Pounds. 
Their Buſineſs is to attend at Inns in London and Męſiminber, in ſearch 
Goods, either prohibited or without Permit or Certificate. They 

can hardly act, with Safety to themſelves, unleſs upon good Informa- 
on; and upon ſuch a Ground any other. Officer af the Cuſtoms may 
proceed, equally with the Land Carriage Officer. Their Number is 
certainly 
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certainly greater than is wanted; for Three of them are otlierwiſe em- 


ployed, and execute no Part of this Duty. The Board of Cuſtoms 
know the Buſineſs tranſacted by theſe, and other Oſſicers of the like 
Delctiptisn; andre the beſt Judges whether the Revenue derives ſrom 


their Services a Benefit equal to the Expenee of ſupporting them. Where 
the Office is in their own Appointment, they can regulate or ſuppreſs it:

We have reſted our Opinion for the Suppreſſion of theſe Offices in

We are aware of the Conſequence ſome of theſe Offices deve from 


"the Power by which they are granted, and the Extent of the Intereſt. 
A Freehold, held under the Grant of tlie Crown, is a ſolemn Right, to

N our laſt Report we examined into the Charges ſuſtained by the 

Public for the Management of the Cuſtom Revenue in the Year 
1784, as far as thoſe Charges aroſe from the Payments made by the 
Crown and the Subject to the Officers employed in the Cuſtomhouſe 
and Port of London. 

We ſubmitted to the Wiſdom of the Legiſlature the Obſervations 
which occurred to our Judgment in the Courle of that Inquiry; and 
ſuggeſted various Regulations, with a View to Order and Oeconomy, 
which to us ſeemed fitting and expedient to be adopted. 

Having finiſhed that Examination, we proceeded to a ſimilar one 
reſpecting the Out Ports of the Cuſtoms ; and as there remained other 
and material Sources of Diminution of the Produce of this Revenue, diſ- 
tint from, and no way comprehended in, that great Head of Expenditure 
conſiſting of the Payments by the Crown to the Officers, theſe remain- 
ing Charges became in like Manner the Objeas of our Inveſtigation. 
We experienced great Delay in procuring the Accounts neceſſary to 
enable us to aſcertain and ſtate that ſpecific Portion of the Total Ex-- 
pence of Management which had, in the Year under our Conſidera- 
tion, been applied to the Support of the Officers concerned in conduct- 
ng this wide and extenſive Department. | 

Apprehending that theſe- Accounts might, Gm their Nature and 
Extent, demand a conſiderable Time in forming, we did not omit. to 


make 


Appendix, other Matters neceſſary to explain and elucidate this Part of the Sub- 
No 1. ject, by the Examination of Wilkam Stiles Eſquire, Secretary to the 
N. 2. Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, and by that of Mr. Fehr Dalley, De- 
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make our Requiſition for them at an early Period, and while engaged 
in Objects not ſoon to be exhauſted; thereby guarding againſt the 
Evil of Interruption, in the Progreſs ot our Labours, from the Want 
of the Returns and Materials which were to become the Ground-work 
of our Proceedings.

The Account for the Port of London was not delivered t to us until th 
April following. To our Requiſition for the Out Port Account we 
had no Return before the Month of November; and then we received 
Liſts for only Four of the Ports, and thoſe incomplete. We did nat 
ſuffer this Interval of Time to elapſe without making frequent and re- 
peated Applications to the Office of the. Cuſtoms, to the Intent that

hon not to be diſpenſed with: But having the Advantage of the Pre- 
fence of the London Officers, and thereby an Opportunity of +perſo11al 
Intercourſe and Explanation, he was enabled, either to- obtain new 
Returns or Corrections of the original ones; ſo as that, by devoting 
many of his official, and all his leiſure Hours to the Buſineſs, he had 
nearly completed the Account by April. He then received from the 
Office of the Secretary, the Returns made by the Officers of the Out 

Ports, for the fame Purpoſe-of framing the Account. 

If the London Returns were replete with Error, far more erroneous 
and defective were thoſe tranſmitted from the Out Ports. Upon in- 
ſpecting and comparing thoſe Returns with Books and Accounts in the 
Office of the Cuſtoms, he diſcovered that few were regular, conſiſtent, 
or correct. Various and numerous were their Defects. Officers were 
omitted, Salaries paid by the Crown not inſerted, Allowantes from the 
Crown blended with Fees taken from the Subject, and, in ſome In- 
ſtances, no Receipt of Fees ſtated. The Sums returned by principal 
Officers, as paid to their Deputies, did not accord with the Sams ad- 
mitted to have been received by them; a Diſagreement which proved, 
upon Inquiry, frequently to have ariſen from this Circumſtance, that 
the Deputy had not diſtinguiſhed Fees received an his own Account 
from thoſe which he had taken on that of his Patentee.

The Circumſtance which charaQeriſes a Head Port, is, that the 
Three Patent Officers, the Cuſtomer, Controller, and Searcher, are 
each, by their Patents, ſpecially appointed to it; and in virtue of that 
Appointment, theſe Officers, as far as regards their reſpeQtve Offices, 
exerciſe a Juriſdiction and Authority over all the Members appertain- 
ing to the lead Port, and over all the Creeks appertaining either to 
the Head or Member Ports. 

The Member- is diſtinguiſhed by a Subordination to, and Depend- 
ence upon, the Head Port, in reſpe& to the Three Patent Officers 
above mentioned; but, except in this Subjection, it is wholly inde- 
pendent of, and no way different from, the Head Port. 

A Creck, in the Language of the Cuſtoms, 1s a Place included with- 
in the Limits either of a Head or Member Port, as ſet out by the 
Commillions of the Court of Exchequer, and at which Officers com- 
petent to tranſact the Coaſt Buſineſs are ſtationed by. Order of the 

Board of Cuſtoms. The Creek is, in like Manner with the Member 

Port, ſubject to the Authority of the Patent Officers. 

Between the Member Port and the Creek there is this eſſential Dif- 
ference: At the Member Port all Tranſactions relative to Foreign 
Commerce, and every other Branch of the Buſineſs of the Cuſtoms, i 
may be carried on equally as at the Head Port; and at both of then 
there are Quays, which have been ſet out and deſcribed in the Exche- i 
quer Commiſhons, where the Merchant has a Right, at legal Hours, to 
land or ſhip his Goods.

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A juriſdiction veſted in the Patent Officers, of this diffuſed and ex- 
| tended Nature, muſt of neceſſity be attended with the following Effect, 
that they cannot be refident and abiding upon all their Offices and 
| that, in every Caſe where they have Members and Creeks in Depend- 
ence, the Buſineſs belonging to their reſpective Departments muſt be 
executed by Perſons appointed to act for them: And hence the PraQtice 
of executing their Office by Deputy appears to have originated. The 
Members being, like the Head Ports, Places where all Foreign as well 
as Coaſt Buſineſs may be tranſacted, the Three Patent Officers are bound 
to have their reſpective Deputies at ſueh Ports, that the Courſe of Com- 
merce may not be impeded or delayed from the Want of Officers to 
conduct the Buſineſs, which the Merchant is entitled to have done. 
Regularly, the Cuſtomers and Controllers ſhould have Deputies at 
Creeks, in order that the Coaſt Buſineſs may be carried on.

No Duties on Imports and Exports being collected at Creeks, there 
are no Collectors for Duties of that Deſcription appointed to them ;

The Officers of the Cuſtoms in the Out Ports hold their Employ- 
ments either from the Crown, by Letters Patent- from the Board of 
Treaſury, by Conſtitution, or by Treaſury Warrant, and the Commiſ- 
ſion of the Board of Cuſtoms purſuant to that Warrant —from the 
Board of Cuſtoms by Commiſſion, and in ſome Inſtances by Minute 
and, where they are Deputies to Patent Officers, by Deputation from 
the Patentee; which Deputation is ſubject to the Approval of the Trea- 
ſury, in thoſe Caſes where it is ſo expreſſed in the Patent. Extra Of- 
ficers, that is, ſuch as are not conſtantly, but occaſionally, employed 
in the Service, act in general under the Appointment of the Collector

There are Perſons employed by ſome of the Officers at the Out Ports 
as Clerks, who, from the Circumſtance of their not being paid by, the 
Crown, nor appointed by any regular Formality, are not uſually con- 
ſidered as Officers of the Cuſtoms, and have not been included in Re- 
turns to Requiſitions of a ſimilar Nature with this. Theſe Clerks, 
though deriving no Emolument from, and creating no Diminution in, 
the Produce of the Cuſtom Duties, do ſometimes receive Fees and Gra- 
| tuities in the Execution of their Buſineſs. Such Payments, which are 
in fact a Charge upon the Public, and a Charge directly connected 
with the Subject on which our Attention is fixed, would have been loſt 
in the Inquiry, and the Reſult thereof rendered ſo far imperfect, if 
Perſons of the above Deſcription had been excluded from the Account. 
We therefore required that they ſhould be comprehended in it, where- 
ever any Part of their Official Income appeared to have ariſen from the 
Acceptance of Fees or Gratuities.

There are other Modes of Payment by the be to the Officers of 
the Cuſtoms, than the one of Salary, and that Species of Allowance 
which ſo nearly reſembles a Salary that it cannot without Difficulty be 
diſtinguiſhed from it: They confiſt, as we have ſtated in our laſt Re- 
port, of One Allowance and Four Poundages. Of the Poundages, 
that to the Inſpector of Proſecutions, ariſing from the Produce; of 
Seizures paid into the Exchequer, is a Species of Reward reſtricted to 
Londen, and to a ſingle Officer. The Quarantine Allowance, and Two 
of the remaining Poundages, the one upon the Coinage Duties, the 
other upon the Groſs Produce of the Sale of the Enumerated Good;

Payments by the Crown to the Officers employed in that Collection for

There are Three Deſcriptions of Officers who conduct the Collection 
of the Duties on Coals; the Collectors - the Controllers—and the 
Meters.

FIFTEENTH REPORT. 


Revenue might be avoided ; and that, where they were paid, not out 
of Salaries or Allowances flowing from the Crown, but out of Fees and 
Gratuities received from Individuals, a Charge might not be brought 
upon this Revenue, which it had not in Reality ſuſtained. We re- 
quired by our Precept, that the Diminution' of Income to the Officer, 
by his Payment for Taxes, ſhould be diſtinguiſhed from his other De- 
ductions; becauſe: the Sums ſo paid have a peculiar Deſtination and 
Effect. They re-become a Part of the National Income, and-diminiſh 
the Public Expence, by the Payment back of a certain Portion of the 
Sum iſſued. The Contributions to the Superannuation Fund are dif- 
ferent in their Nature and Direction. That Fund is an Inftitution 
eſtabliſhed within, and confined in Application to, the Department of 
the Cuſtoms. Thoſe Contributions therefore, though conſidered by the 
Officer as a Species of Tax, and inſerted in the Column under that 
Title, yet, as not being levied on Public Account, and applied to Pub- 
lic Uſe, we have feparated, and kept apart in the Account. 

Theſe Diſtinctions and Arrangements we have adhered to in form- 
ing the Account of the Officers of the Cuſtoms at the Out Ports, from 
the ſame Motive and to the ſame End which led us to adopt them in 
the correſpondent Account for the Port of London, that important End 
of communicating complete and accurate Information to the Legilla- 
ture, of the Total Expence born by Government and the Subject, in 
the Support of the numerous Officers to whom the Conduct of this 
great Office of Receipt is committed. 

From this Account it appears, that in the Year 1784, Two thouſand 
Eight hundred and Seventy-ſeven Officers and Clerks; with many A- 
ſiſtants acting upon extra or caſual Services, of whom no definite Num- 
ber is ſtated, were employed in executing the Buſineſs of the Cuſtoms 
at the Out Ports and Creeks of England and Wales ;—that the Salaries 
and Allowances received by them / from the Public amounted to 
Ninety-ſix thouſand Nine hundred and Ninety-ſix Pounds 'Twelvs 
Shillings and Five Pence; the Fees and Gratuities from Indi- 
viduals to Fifty-one thouſand, Seven hundred and Twenty-one 
Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Six Pence Three, Farthings ;—that the 
Payment back to the Public, by Taxes, was One thouſand Seven hun- 
dred and Forty Pounds Eight Shillings and Ten Pence One - Farthing;

It has been ſtated in the early Part of this Report, that rhe diſtin- 

uiſhing Character of an Out Port depends materially upon the Juriſ- 
. of the Three Patent Officers, the Cuſtomer, the Controller, and 
Searcher. How far thoſe Officers, Sixty-three in N umber, did any 
way contribute to the Conduct or Advantage of this Revenue in the 
Year 1784, and therefore what Benefit accrued back to the Public for 
the Emoluments conferred upon them, is apparent from the Account 
returned purſuant to our Requiſition, Ten only of theſe Officers diſ- 
charged themſelves the Duties of their ſeveral Employments in that

45 many Offices converted into Sinecures, and that in a Department, 
rom the Extent of Tranſlation and Load of Expence inſeparable 
from it, little adapted to maintain idle and unprofitable Members, ap- 
neared to us to be a Burthen upon the Revenue, and a Loſs to the 
Public, demanding ſpeedy and effeQtual Remedy. 

That we might be able to judge whether there exiſted any Ground 
of Neceſſity or Expedience for farther Submiſſion to this Evil, or in 
what Mode and Degree Relief might ſafely be applied, it became ne- 
eſſary for us to acquire ſome general Knowledge of the Origin and 
onſtituent Qualities of theſe Offices. Milliam Stiles Eſquire ſupplied 
s with that Information. | 

The Cuſtomer, the Controller, and the Searcher, were the Three 
Officers of the Crown by whom the Bufineſs of the Cuſtoms anciently, 
nd from the Riſe thereof, was conducted. 

The Cuſtomer (ſtyled alſo in the old Acts of Parliament Collector, 
nd ſtill ſo in his Patent) was the principal Officer for carrying on and 
uperintending the Tranſactions appertaining to this Revenue. He 
ColleQed the Cuſtom Duties, paid them into the Exchequer, account- 
d for them upon Oath, and yielded Accounts to the Exchequer rela- 
ve to all the Foreign and Coaſt Commerce of the Realm. 

The Office of Controller was coeval with the one of Cuſtomer. His 
Province was to attend, cheek, and control this laſt Officer in the Exe- 


ution of every Part of the Service entruſted to his Care.

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The Searcher, who was the Third ancient Officer, had, at his In- 
ſtitution, the Duty aſſigned him of ſearching and examining all Good 
and Merchandize, whether imported mand or er from, the 
Country. 

When the Cuſtoms were put in en the Farmers employed their 
own Officers in the Collection of the Duties. The Cuſtomer, thus re- 
lieved of that Branch of his former Duty, remained, as is apprehend- 
ed, for the Purpoſe of yielding the Accounts above mentioned into 
the Exchequer, and likewiſe for that of conducting the Coaſt Buſineſ; 
in which the Farmers, there OY at that Time no Coaſt Ee, *r 
not any Concern. 

In the Year 1671, the Cuſtoms underwent a material Change, that 
of their being placed under the Management and Direction of Com- 
miſſioners; the Form in which the Office now ſubſiſts. At this pe- 
riod, the Collector, originally the Officer of the Farmer, was adopted 
and conſtituted an Officer of the Crown; and, accordingly, ColleQor 
were, purſuant to Treaſury Warrants, appointed by the Board of Cui. WM 
toms at all the Ports, as the Terms for which the ſeveral Farms hal 
been granted, reſpectively expired. To the Collector, an Office by 
this Means gradually introduced and extended over the whole Dx 
partment, was committed the Truſt of receiving all the Cuſtom Di- 
ties, of remitting them to the Receiver General, and accounting far 
them with the Controller General; and likewiſe, in Conjunction with 
his Controller, the general Conduct and Superintendance of the whole 
Buſineſs of this Revenue at his reſpective Port. 


The Office of Cuſtomer was, however, preſerved, and * been ſut- 
fered to continue to this Day. The principal Duty left to that Officer 
at preſent, regards the Coaſt Buſineſs; the Documents and Inſtii- 
ments relative to which he generally makes out, and always ſigns. Ti: 
Return of Quarter Books to the Office of the Cuſtoms, and the Tran 
miſſion of Port Books and of the Coaſt Bonds to the Exchequer, ar 
alſo Branches of his Employment ſtill remaining. 

In reſpe& to the Coaſt Tranſactions at an Out Port, however it 
Form they may originate with the Cuſtomer, and be carried on by lin 
jointly with the Controller, yet the Collector, by Examination, 85,

| What Returns were made to the Cuſtoms from the Offices of Cuſ- 


tomer at the Out Ports, in the Year 1784, we were made acquainted 
with by Two Accounts tranſmitted purſuant to our Precepts—the one,

« trollers at the ſeveral Out Ports, who made Returns to the Surveyor 
« of the Out Ports in the Year 1784; and, of thoſe Out Ports from 
4 whence no ſuch Returns were made either by the Patent or Deputy 
« Cuſtomer” the other, A Liſt of the Deputy Cuſtomers at the 
« ſeveral Out Ports, who made Returns to the Surveyor of the Out 
© Ports in the Year 1784; diſtinguiſhing thoſe who are Collectors.“ 
he Uſe of thoſe Returns, when made, we learned from the Ex- 
mir ation of Mr. Edward Dew, the Deputy Surveyor of the Out 
* patent Cuſtomers alone returned Quarter Books into the Office, 
in the Year 1784. From Thirty-ſix Ports no Returns were made, 
either by the Patent or Deputy Cuſtomer. At many Ports the Collect- 
ors are the Deputy Cuſtomers; and if Quarter Books are tranſmitted 
by them in both Capacities, they are but Duplicates or Tranſcripts of 
he ſame Account. Thirty-five Deputy Cuſtomers made Returns in 
his Year, and of that Number Twenty-eight were alſo Collectors at 
heir reſpective Ports. es: 
W The material Fact, the Efficacy or Application of thoſe Accounts, if 
eceived, proved to be thus:—The Quarter Books ſent up, either by 
he Patent or Deputy Cuſtomers, claim no Kind of Attention. The 
purveyor of the Out Ports, relying upon thoſe of the Patent or Deputy 
ontrollers, which are returned Quarterly from every Port by the Of- 
icer who acts in that Office, heeds not the Quarter Books ſent up from 
he Office of the Cuſtomer. Theſe laſt, deemed of no Import or Uti- 
ity, without Regard, without Examination, are tied up, laid aſide, 
nd depoſited in the Office. 

The Obſervance yielded by the Patent Officers at the Out Ports to 
he Orders of the 7th of Queen Elizabeth, for the Return of the Port 
pooks into the Exchequer, we found in our laſt Report, by the Exa- 
ination of Mr. Edward Taylor, and the Account we required of the 
ing's Remembrancer, to be equally defective, irregular, and uncer- 
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tain; and the Returns alike diſregarded, and unproduQtive of Benefir, 
The above Books and Accounts, therefore, when returned by the Cuf- 
tomer, and whether into the Office of the Cuſtoms, or into the Court 
of Exchequer, ſeem to us to anſwer no other End than that of incon- 
veniently augmenting the Number of uſeleſs and negleQed Records, to 
the evident Waſte of Official Time, Labour, and Pay. | 

The Coaſt Bonds muſt, at the Time of their being taken by the 
Cuſtomer, be approved of by the Collector and Controller; and the 
Approbation of that Officer, and of the Controller, is to be fignified by 
their being both Witneſſes thereto. Theſe Bonds, either certified or 
uncertified, are to be returned into the Exchequer at certain Periods; 
and a Liſt of them is at the ſame Time to be ſent up, which it is the 
Duty of the Collector to examine and ſign, as well as the Patent Off 
cers; and ſimilar Liſts, in like Manner examined and ſigned, are to 
be tranſmitted, one to the Board of Cuſtoms, the other to the Solicitor 
for Coaſt Bonds. The whole of this Service may, it is plain, reſt with 
the Collector and Controller, and the Interference of the Cuſtomer 
therein be relinquiſhed. 

The Examination of Mr. Anthony Palmer Collings, Deputy Cuſtomer 
Outwards at the Port of Briſtol, afforded us the Means of obſerving 
the Utility of the Office of Cuſtomer, at a Port where that Officer 
takes as material a Concern in the Conduct of this Revenue as is likely 
in any Inſtance to occur. But in that Detail we find no ſolid and 
weighty Reaſon for the Preſervation, or Impediment to the Diſconti- 
nuance, of the Office of Cuſtomer. Some few Parts of the Coaſt 
Tranſactions exceptedy the Collector participates effentially in all the 
Buſineſs executed by the Cuſtomer at that Port. The Branches now 
peculiarly allotted to this laſt Officer, in Excluſion of the former, may 
with Facility, and ought in Propriety, to be tranſlated to the Depart 
ment of the Collector: His Execution or Superintendance of the Cuſ- 
tom Bufineſs at the Out Ports ſhould be rendered univerſal, and not 
be thus broken in upon by the Interference of the Cuſtomer, in ulelels 
Repetition of a Duty performed by, or to a Deprivation of that Buli- 
neſs which ought to belong to the ColleQor. 

If at the Port of Briſtol, or any other Port, from the extraordinary 
Quantity of Coaſt Buſineſs, this Transfer may throw too great a Load 
upon the Collector, Aſſiſtance in thoſe Inſtances, which, if * 
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nuſt be rare, may be provided, for the Purpoſe of conducting, in his 
ch of Duty. N 
N „ we k ourſelves warranted in an Opinion, that, 
wever in very remote and early Times the Office of Cuſtomer might 
4 been neceſſary or beneficial to the Revenue of the Cuſtoms, no 
ach Plea for the Continuance of that Office can be adduced at this Day. 
t is wholly uſeleſs—ought, in Conſiſtency, to have been ſuppreſſed 
pon the Change introduced into the Cuſtoms, by the Appointment of 
ollectors, ſubſequent to the Year 1671—and has been permitted. to 
xiſt too long by above a Century. WPF, | 
The Office of Controller does not ſtand in a Predicament any way 
nalogous. The original Duty of the Controller was, to be a conſtant 
heck and Control upon the Cuſtomer ; and, as far as any Service re- 
nains to this Officer, he is ſo ſtill: But the Collector having been con- 
ituted, at every Out Port, the principal Officer, and inveſted. with the 
ruſt of executing the moſt eſſential Branches, and ſuperintending the 
hole of the Cuſtom Buſineſs, it became neceſſary to extend the Duty 
f the Controller, ſo as to render the really active Officer the Object of 
Accordingly, to the Controller, upon his Appointment, if he acts, 
not, to his Deputy, there is, by Order of the Board of Cuſtoms, 
anſmitted a Copy of the Collector's Inſtructions; and that is the Me- 
hod uſed of making known to this Officer his Official Duty. 

The Controller, the Second Officer in Rank at the Port, is to have 
nowledge of, Concern in, and joint Reſponſibility for the Execution 
every Part and Branch of the Duty committed to the Collector; 
pnſequently the Office of Controller is effential : But it no way con- 
ces to the Good of this Revenue, and is utterly repugnant to the 
laxims we have adopted as juſt and wholeſome by the Public, that 
is Office ſhould, in moſt Inſtances, conſiſt of Two component Parts, 
one a Sinecure, unacquainted with, interfering not in, having no 
licitude about, the Duty, but reaping by far the greater Portion of 
e Emolument ; the other a Subſtitute, deputed by the Principal to 
ſtain the Labour and Conduct, and to produce all the Effect of the 
hee, upon an Allotment of Proviſion comparatively bare and ſcanty.

The great Outline of that Duty is, to ſearch and examine all Goo 
and Merchandize exported ; to compare the Deſcription and Particuln 
of the Articles with the Endorſements made by the Exporter on hi 
Cocket; to ſee that they are exact and correſpondent, and that th 
Quantity, Quality, Number, Weight, or whatever may be the mats 
terial Requilites, are truly and accurately expreſſed. Where Goo 
ſo exported are of a Species entitled to Bounty or Drawback, it is upa 
the Certificate of this Officer, teſtifying thoſe ſpecific Circumſtance 
the Article which give the Rule for aſcertaining the Quantum of Py: 
ment due to the Exporter, that the Bounty or Drawback is by In 
payable—A Truft viſibly pregnant with the moſt important Conk 
quences to the Country, when the heavy Annual Sum paid or dam 
back out of this Revenue, and the Frauds and evil Practices to whit 
theſe Species of Tranſactions are ſubject, are duly reflected upon.

The Office of Searcher at the Port of Shoreham we found had been 
vacant for near Three Years; owing, as was apprehended, to the A 
lowance made by the Patentee to his Deputy being ſo ſmall, that 1 
Perſon proper for the Office thought it worth Acceptance. The Sy- 
nature of the Searcher is eſſential to various Documents and Inf 
ments in the Courſe of the Cuſtom Buſineſs ; and that Formality is by 
Law requiſite to authorize the Payment of Debentures : From the Wan 
thereof, ſeveral Debentures, tranſmitted to be paid in London, becaul 
the Collector at the Port had not ſufficient Money in his Hands, wer 
ſtopped in the Office of the Secretary for ſome Months; and the Ex 
porter had not, while we were engaged in that Part of our Inquiry, 
been yet able to procure them to be paid, owing to the above Circus:

The EXAMINATION of Charles Harris Eſquire, Deputy Auditor of 
the Impreſt ; taken upon Oath, zoth June, 7th and gth July, 1784. 


HIS Examinant ſaith, That the Materials ſent to the Auditor of the Impreſt, 
by the Receiver General of the Cuſtoms, from whence his Account is made 
out, are—a Book of Account, containing Entries of all his Receipts and Pay- 
ments, under every Head of Duty—Books containing Entries of the Debentures, 
Certificates, and Portage Bills—the Quarterly Eſtabliſnments—Liſts of Salaries 
and Allowances—and, a Liſt of the Tallies, with the Debentures, Certificates, 
and Portage Bills—Receipts of the Parties, or their Agents or Aſigns—and Tal- 

lies. 

The Charge upon the Receiver General conſiſts of the Balance remaining due 
on the preceding Account, either in Money or unſatisfied Bonds, and Impreſt 
Orders—and, of the Money and Bonds received by him, during the Time of the 
Account. The Auditor charges the Receiver General with this Sum, in conſe- 
quence of an Account, delivered by the Controller General to the Auditor, con- 
taining a Charge upon the Receiver General, of all the Sums received by him, in 
Money and Bonds, during the Time of the Account, upon the ſeveral Branches 
ot the Cuſtoms. This Account is ſigned by the Controller General, and ſworn 
to by him, before a Baron of the Exchequer ; and upon the Authority of this Ac- 
count, the Auditor charges the Receiver General, after examining and ſeeing that

After Condemnation in the Court of Exchequer, a Writ of Delivery iſſues, di- 
recting the Goods to be ſold, or otherwiſe diſpoſed of, as the Law direQs: If 
ademned before Two Juſtices, they make the like Order; the Warehouſe 
Bere or the Collector and Controller, are directed by the Board to carry the 
Writ or Order into Execution; the Goods are ſold publicly by Auction, the 
price of them is paid to the Warehouſe Keeper in London, and to the Collector at 
an Out Port. The Accountant of Petty Receipts in London is the Check upon, and 
keeps the like Accounts with the Warehouſe Keeper; the Controller at the Out 
port i the Check upon the Collector. 


The Accountant of Petty Receipts makes out an Account of the Sale, ſtating 
the Shares of each Officer, and the Share belonging to the Crown; after deduct- 
ing the Expences of Condemnation, he lays this Account before the Board, they 
dire& the Payments to be made to the ſeveral Officers; the Warehouſe Keeper 
pays over the King's Share to the Receiver of Fines and Forfeitures for London. 


At an Out Port the Collector and Controller are each to make out an Account 
of the Sale, diſtinguiſhing the Shares of the Officers, and the Share belonging to 
the Crown; they pay the Officers their Shares without any further Directions, and 
they remit the Share of the Crown to the Receiver of Fines and Forfeitures for 
the Out Ports. 

The Weekly Accounts of the Collectors and Receivers of the Duties in the 
Port of London, except the Receiver General's, are not of courſe laid before the 
Commiſſioners, they have no Knowledge of the State of thoſe Accounts, nor do 
they ever, that he Knows of, call for or examine the State of thoſe Receipts and 
Payments; but the Board are very attentive- to compel the Collectors and Re- 
ceivers, as well as all other Officers, to deliver in their Accounts to the proper 
Officers in due Time they do not examine the Accounts themſelves.

There are Four Solicitors for the 
Cuſtoms, One for London and the Weſtern Ports, One for the Northen 
Ports, and One for Bonds and Criminal Proſecutions —theſe Three are ap 
pointed by the Treaſury; and One for Coaſt Bonds, who is appointed by ty 
Board of Cuſtoms. The Two Solicitors for London, the Weſtern and North 
Ports, receive Fines, and the Proſecutors Shares of Seizures and Forfeiture 
where. they are compromiſed either by Delivery at the appraiſed Value, or up 
a Compoſition by Licence from the Court of Exchequer, or where the Seizure j 
delivered upon Security to anſwer the Value in caſe of Condemnation. Where th 
whole Fine or Penalty is recovered, generally the Whole is paid of courſe by th 
Solicitor into the Exchequer ; where it is compounded for, or recovered on a Bai 
Bond, the King's Share only is paid by the Solicitor into the Exchequer, in the 
Caſe of the Bail Bond of courſe, and in the Caſe of the Compoſition, in con- 
quence of a Warrant from the Treaſury to the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, d. 
recting what Share of it ſhould be paid in as the King's Share. 


The Sum produced by a Compromiſe at the appraiſed Value, contains th 
Shares both of the Crown and Officers; the Share of the Crown is in general pul 
of courſe into the Exchequer, the Shares of the Officers by Orders of the Board:

Als Examinant faith, That the Payments into the Treaſury for about One 
Year, from the End of May 1780, were not according to the uſual Courſe 
of Payments; during that Year his Payments into the Treaſury every Week, ex- 
cept in the Two or Three laſt Weeks in each Quarter, were much leſs than the 
Amount of the Receipts of each Week; he received Directions from his Princi- 
pal, and did (purſuant to thoſe Directions) pay the Remainder of thoſe Weekly 
Receipts into a Banker's; from the goth of May 1780 to the gth of Oober fol- 
lowing to his own Account, and from that Time to the 23d of June 1781, to the 
Account of his Principal: On the gth of July 1780 he had drawn out of the 
Banker's Hands, and paid into the Treaſury, all the Sums he had paid in, ex- 
cept Two Pounds Eighteen Shillings and Nine Pence; this Balance increaſed 
ſo as to amount, upon the gth of OFober, to One thouſand One hundred and 
Sixty-five Pounds Ten Shillings, which he took from the Banker's on the 1oth;

ACCOUNT of the Nature of the preſent Syſtem of computing the 
Pl. ies of Cuſtoms; in which ſome of the Inconveniencies attending it are 
. and the different Principles from which thoſe Duties originate are ex- 
plained by Examples. 


N endeavouring to explain the various Cauſes of that Intricacy which now fo 
generally pervades the whole Syſtem of computing the Cuſtom Duties, it will 
not be neceſſary to enter into a State of thoſe Duties prior to the A of the 12th 
Cha! 20, Cap. 4. called The Act of Tonnage and Poundage ; the Book of Rates 


eſtabliſhed by that Act being {till in force, it muſt be conſidered as the Foundation 
of the preſent Cuſtoms. 


The Duties on Goods imported, at that Time, conſiſted of a Tonnage and a 
Poundage Duty ; the Principles of both were ſimple—Tonnage was a certain 
Duty on every Ton of Wine imported—Poundage, a Duty or Subſidy of 124. in 
he Pound, according to the Rate (which was ſuppoſed to be the Value) affixed 
to the Article in the Table of Rates; and on Goods not therein enumerated, it 
was payable on the Value, to be aſcertained by the Oath of the Importer. So far 
the Duties might be well underſtood both by the Merchant and the Officer; but 
t ſhould be obſerved, that even theſe Duties were ſomewhat perplexed by certain 
Allowances and Deductions for prompt Payment, by which Means the Net Duties 
dave not at any Time appeared under the Authority of a Statute ; a ſeparate Ope- 
ation by Figures was always neceſſary, and theſe Deductions generally occaſioned 


e Amount of the Net Duty to be a nice Fraction: But theſe Diſcounts have 
een, within theſe few Years, aboliſhed by the Authority of Parliament. 


A Deviation from the Syſtem of Tonnage and Poundage took place ſoon after 
he paſſing that Act, and was the primary Cauſe of the preſent Intricacy ; for; 
ad thoſe Principles been ſtrictly adhered to in the impoſing new Duties, the 
omputing Officers might eaſily have framed correct and explicit Tables of

by the 12 Cha! 2d, Cap. 4, are ſubject to Treble Duty, unleſs imported in Britjh 
Ships, and directly from the Place of their Growth; and Goods of the Groth, 
Produce, or Manufacture of the Eaſt Indies, France, or the French Plantation 
are ſubje& to much higher Duties than Goods of the ſame Kind, imported fra 
other Places. 

The Inconveniences ariſing from the preſent Syſtem are many, and material. 
From its complicated Nature Errors muſt inevitably ariſe, which the utmoſt Dil. 
gence in the Officer cannot entirely prevent, and which the Merchant is fr. 
quently unable to diſcover, 

The computing the ſeveral Duties on the Entries of each Day, when tho 
Entries are not particularly numerous, with the poſting them into the proper 
Books, ſo fully employ the Officers in that Department, that, from the Increat 
of Buſineſs at particular Times of the Year, it is not poſſible to prevent the 
public Accounts being retarded, and kept open much longer than they othernik 
might be; nor can this be remedied by. procuring further Aſſiſtance A Science 
ſo complicated few are willing to ſtudy; and of thoſe who are able to inſtruc 
others, ſcarce any one can ſpare the Time from his conſtant daily Employment; 
and no Man, however extenſive his Knowledge in other Reſpects, can be a 
Aſſiſtant anyways uſeful in this Department, till he well underſtands the Natur 
of the ſeveral Duties. The Truth is, that the Number of Perſons competent v 
this Buſineſs is gradually leſſening, without the Appearance of others to ſupp) 


their Places. 


What has been ſaid, relates principally to the Duties on Goods imported; a 
the Drawbacks (the Computation of which was always more intricate and pet 
plexing than that of the Duties) it is ſufficient to mention, that, from a Variety 
of Cauſes, the Difficulty of computing, them is increaſed in a very great Degret- 
from the Increaſe of Difficulty, Errors and Delay muſt naturally ariſe—thelc at 
conſiderably augmented from the unavoidable Circumſtance of blending in Or 
Entry a Variety of Articles. — That the Examples annexed may be better vnde. 
ſtood, they relate to One Article only, and are each intended ſeparately to expli 
a different Principle of Computation ; but it will very often happen that ſeveral 
theſe Principles operate in One Entry of Goods imported ; and the Neceſlity d 
applying very many of them to aſcertain the Drawback due on One Debenture® 
Goods exported, will alſo very frequently occur,

Another of the Allowances to certain Officers, both in London and at the Out 
Ports, is a Poundage upon the Groſs Produce arifing from the Sale of Tea, Coffee, 
and Spirits, ſeized, condemned, and ſold, which are called the Enumeratet 
Goods; this Allowance is grounded upon an Order of the Board of Cuſtoms, 
dated the gth of May 1728, and is intended as a Compenſation to ſome of tho 
Officers who are concerned in the Cuſtody, Sale, and keeping the Accounts of 
the Seizures. This Poundage is paid out of the Groſs Produce of Seizures, wich 
uſed to be a productive Branch of the Revenue: But an Act of the laſt Seſſions 
directs all Spirits ſeized to be deſtroyed; and the Poundage upon Tea and Coffee 
will probably be done away by the Commutation Tax, and by the Reduction of 
the Duties upon Coffee.

The Office of Secretary of the Cuſtoms conſiſts of the Secretary, the Wet 
and Northern Clerks, the Plantation Clerk, the Clerk in the Bond Office, Thin! 


other Clerks, and One Supernumerary. | 


The 
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The Secretary of the Cuſtoms is appointed by Conſtitution ; his Annual Salary 
is Six hundred and Fifty Pounds, compoſed of Four hundred Pounds by his Con- 
firution, One hundred and Ninety Pounds by Warrant, and Sixty Pounds by 
Order of the Board. He receives by Warrant from the Treaſury, for the Qua- 
rantine Service, Twelve Shillings for every Ship put under Quarantine, except 
Men of War and Tranſports ; this Allowance amounted, in the laſt Year, to 
One hundred and Sixty-three Pounds Sixteen Shillings. He 1s allowed, by 
Minute of tne Board, dated the gth of May 1728, a Poundage upon the Groſs 
Produce of the Enumerated Goods. This Poundage is Two Fifths of One 
Penny in the Pound on the Sum ariling from the Sale; and in the laſt Year pro- 
Juced Two hundred and Thirty-one Pounds One Shilling and Eight Pence, 
The Secretary receives likewiſe Five Eighths of the Fees which are inſerted in a 
Table hung up in his Office, and grounded upon Ulage ; and an Annual Gratuity 
of Ten Pounds from the Eaſt India Company, for the Trouble they give to the 
Ofice: This contains all the Emoluments received by the Secretary; they 
mounted in the laſt Year to One thouſand Five hundred and Eighty Pounds 
Seventeen Shillings and Eleven Pence Three Farthings, which Sum was reduced, 
by the Payment of One hundred and Sixty-five Pounds Nineteen Shillings and 
Four Pence for various Taxes, to the Net Sum of One thouſand Four hundred and 
Fourteen Pounds Eighteen Shillings and Seven Pence Three Farthings. 


The Duty of the Secretary 1s conſtantly to attend the Board, to read to them the 
Minutes of the preceding Day, and all the Reports of the General Surveyors 
upon the Charges referred to them againſt the London Officers; to read and ſtate 
to them Variety of References, Petitions, and Letters; to take their Orders and 
Directions relative to thoſe Applications; to draw up many of their Reports; to 
ſee that the Petitions are referred to the proper Officers, and that the Minutes are 
correctly drawn up purſuant to the Orders of the Board; and to ſuperinteud the 
Buſineſs of all the Clerks in his Department. Beſides the Correſpondence with the 
Public Offices, the Board receive and anſwer Annually, upon an Average, near 
Tenthouſand Petitions for the Port of London only, containing frequently difficult 
Points of Law or Practice; and from the Out Ports, near Nine thouſand Letters, 
upon many of which the Directions given by the Board are conveyed by the Se- 
cretary: He alone is likewiſe intruſted by the Board to convey from them to the 
Officers all ſecret and confidential Intelligence, Orders, and Reſolutions. He re-

Upon every Nomination to an Office by Warrant of the Treaſury, Search is 
made, by Order of the Board of Cuſtoms, whether the Perſon named, whatever 
tae Office may be, has ever been in the Service, and diſmiſſed; if he has, the 
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Warrant is returned to the Treaſury, ſtating the Objection, and the Perſon a3 
admiſſible: Upon the like Nomination of a Collector, the Board of Cub, 
make no Objection to appointing him, unleſs for having been diſmiſſed the n 
Upon the like Nomination of a Landing Surveyor, Landing Waiter, and Co 
Waiter, the Board direct an Inquiry, whether they have been inſtructed In the 
Duty of thoſe Offices, if not, the Two firſt are put under Inſtructions ſot 87 
Months, and the laſt for Two Months; and upon producing, after the Expiraton 
of that Time, a Certificate from the proper Officers that they are duly qualified 
and not until then, they receive their Appointment : Upon the like Nomination i 
inferior Offices, the Board direct an Inquiry into their Age and Qualification; 
and if Objections ariſe, they return the Warrant to the Treaſury, and ſtate te 
Objections. Perſons have been frequently appointed to the Offices of Colletyr 
Deputy Controller, Deputy Cuſtomer, and ſome other Offices requiring a "Wy 
ledge in the Cuſtoms, without having had any previous Inſtructions, and being 
utter Strangers to the Duties of their Office, 

The Hours which are at this Time conſidered as the legal Office Hours for 
tranſacting Buſineſs, are the ſame as were ſettled by the Rules and Orders an. 
nexed to the Act of Tonnage and Poundage. 


The Office of InſpeCtor of Proſecutions was originally inſtituted for the Purpoſe 
of taking care that the King's Share of Seizures, Fines, and Forfeitures, was duly 
paid into the Exchequer, when common Informers had the Power of proceeding in 
the Court of Exchequer for the Recovery of them. The Act of the Twelfth of 
George the Firſt, Chapter the Twenty-eighth, took away the Power from common 
Informers, and confined it ſolely to His Majeſty's Attorney General and Officers 


of the Revenue. 


There uſed to be Seven Local Surveyors General, whoſe Duty it was to inſpec 
the Conduct of the Officers in particular Diſtricts. The Board being of Opinion 
that theſe Officers did not anſwer the Purpoſes of their Inſtitution, in the Year 
1771 repreſented the fame to the Treaſury by Memorial, and propoſed the Aboli- 
tion of theſe Offices as they ſhould become vacant, and that in lieu of them there 
ſhould be Four General Surveyors reſident in London, who ſhould be ſent out oc. 
caſionally, by Order of the Board, to inſpe& the Conduct of the Officers at the 
Out Ports, and to examine all Complaints referred to them againſt Officers, as weil 
in London as at the Out Ports. The Board of Treaſury made an Order it: 
cordingly ; ſince which Four of the Local Surveyors General are, as he belie- 
dead, and their Offices aboliſhed. 


The Superannuation Fund has been long eſtabliſhed in the Office of de 
Cuſtoms, in conſequence of Memorials from Time to Time by the Board ot

The Emolument the Officer derives from his Contribution to this Fund, is an 
Annual Payment during his Life, in proportion to his Salary or Pay, upon his 
being deemed unfit to be continued in the Service, from Age or Infirmities ; but 
to entitle him to this Annuity he muſt be upwards of Sixty Years of Age, and 
have contributed for Ten Years to the Fund (unleſs diſabled ſooner by ſome ex- 
traordinary Accident in the Execution of his Duty) ; he muſt have behaved well, 
and have no other Means of Subſiſtence. The higheſt of theſe Annuities is 
Thirty Guineas, the loweſt Ten Pounds. 


One of the Tables of Fees eſtabliſhed by Act of Parliament in the Cuſtoms re- 
turned to this Board is ſigned by the Bench Officers in the Long Room, and was. 
tranſmitted to the Secretary as a Copy of the Table hung up in that Room; the 
other Four are Tables for the Ports of Hull, Cheſter, Briſtol, and Great Yarmouth ; 
theſe are copied from an ancient Book at the Cuſtom Houſe, and appear to have 
been tranſmitted thither from thoſe Ports many Tears ago. He does not find, 
upon Inquiry, that there are any other Tables of Fees eſtabliſhed by Act of Parlia- 
ment to be found in the Cuſtom Houſe, Complaints are frequently. made to

The Compenſation for Extra Duty, under the Act of King William, is gene- 
tally lettled between the Officer and the Merchant; but there have been Com- 
plaints to the Board againſt the Demands of the Officers for this Kind of Service.

The Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms are Nine in Number; they hold their 
Ofces under a Commiſſion from the Crown, during Pleaſure, Each Commiſſioner 
receives, by virtue of his Commiſſion, a Salary of One thouſand Pounds a Year, 
paid Quarterly, ſubject to the Land Tax, the One Shilling, and Civil Lift Duties, 
which reduce it to Seven hundred and Seventy-four Pounds Seventeen Shillings, 
excluſive of the Taxes on the Receipts. He receives likewiſe an Allowance of 
Two hundred Pounds every Year, by Warrant from the Treaſury, paid Annually, 
bor the extraordinary Care and Pains taken by the Board in the Quarantine Service, 
ſtriclly purſuing the Orders of the Privy Council: The Commiſſioners receive no 
other Salary, Fees, or Emoluments whatever, 

The Board of Cuſtoms have not, as he apprehends, any Power over the Patent 
Officers of the Cuſtoms, nor over their Deputies, except the Power of ſuſpending 
them, in order to prevent any Prejudice to the Revenue, and to give Time for 
repreſenting their Conduct to their Principals; nor any Power of rejecting the

The Landing Waiter, upon receiving the Warrant, ſends to i 
Tideſman who has the Charge of the Ship an Order ſpecifying the Marks aun 
Packages or Caſks deſcribed in the Warrant, which he is to deliver out; ter 
Goods are in conſequence of that Order brought on Shore, in the Charge of bre 
Lideſman. The Landing Waiter attends the Landing of the Goods, and *

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„ .n Official Book, under the Entry of the Warrant, the Marks, Number, 
- eight, or Meaſure of the Goods, as they are landed. 

After the Ship is cleared, he makes up from his Book an Account of all the 
Goods that have been landed on the Account of each Merchant; from the Amount 
of the Weight, a certain Allowance 1s made for the Draft; that is, for any Error 
that may be occaſioned from a Defect in the Weights or the Beam : The Allow- 
ance for Tare, Where it is eſtabliſhed, is entered oppoſite the Article; the Land- 
ing Surveyor examines this Entry, and ſigns 1t; a diſcretionary Tare is ſettled 
by both of them together. 

The Landing Waiter, after all the Goods are landed, compares the Quantity 
landed with the Quantity entered upon the Warrant; and, as the former almoſt 
always excecds the latter, he informs the Merchant of 'the Difference, and defires 
vim to make his Poſt Entry, and enters in the Credit Book kept in the Office of 
the Landing Surveyor the Quantity for which the Merchant has not paid the 
Duty.

writes over the Name of each Ship the Names of the Officers he chooſes ſhoul 
attend the Delivery of that Ship: Hence it ariſes that the Ships both in Number 
and Value are very unequally appointed among theſe Officers; frequently fone 
have Six or Seven Ships, others only Two upon the ſame Station; and the Prob 
of theſe Officers vary very much in their Annual Value, fome Officers get aboye 
Three Times as much as others. 

It is in the Option of the Merchant to what Quay he will carry his Ship, ard 
no Officer can have Two Ships at the ſame Time in different Stations; but th 
Goods of a Ship quayed in One Station may be landed at a Quay in any other d 
the Stations, and the Officers appointed to that Ship muſt follow them, excey 
ſuch Goods as are landed by Sufferance, over which other Officers are appointed, 
No Officer can change his Station until all the Ships he has upon his Station ae 
cleared, unleſs by ſpecial Orders of the Board, too many Officers appearing to be 
upon one Station, and too few upon another. By Minute of the Board no Office 
ſhould be appointed to the ſame Station after all his Ships are out. 

In the Landing Surveyor's Office One Credit Book is kept for each Station: 
After the Ship is cleared, and the Books of the Landing Waiters made vp, One 
of them enters in the Credit Book of the Station all thoſe Goods belonging to 
each Merchant, the Duties of which amount to Ten Pounds and upwards, whict 
have been landed from that Ship, and for which the Duties remain unpaid: He 
makes up the Merchant's Account immediately, and ſends it to him, in order thi 
he may make his Poſt Entry. 

The Credit Book 1s carricd to the Board once a Week. 

When the Merchant has made his Poſt Entry, the Landing Waiter enters inte 
Credit Book the Date of the Poſt Entry oppoſite the Credit; he is chargeable with 
the Duties not paid immediately upon his Entry of the Credit, but the Boa 
aſually give about Ten Days or a Fortnight for the Payment of the Duties, befor 
they ſurcharge the Landing Waiter with them, unleſs they deem it an imprope 
Credit, in which Caſe they demand immediate Payment from the Officers, or l 
them to ſhew Cauſe why they ſhall not be mulct for their Neglect. 

The Credit given to the Merchant is in many Caſes unavoidable. Where 1 
Goods are Subjects of Weight or of Liquid Meaſure the Merchant cannot mae 
a perfect Entry; the weighable Goods being ſubject to Waſte, and the Lage 
Goods to Leakage, he cannot from his Invoice tell the exact Quantities: If be 
makes an Over-entry he muſt recover the Duties over-paid by a Certifca 
Over-entry, which it is not in his Power to procure without Trouble, Delay, ® 
Expence. 


Whert 
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Where the Goods pay Duty by Tale, no ſhort Entry is permitted, and conſe- 
quently no Credit allowed. 
The Deputy King's Waiter has no Salary or Allowance from Government: He 
is paid by Fees grounded either upon Act of Parliament or Cuſtom, : 
The Uſage is for the Merchant to pay a certain Fee for every Species of Goods 
cording to a Rate agreed upon among them; the Amount of theſe Fees laſt 
Year was One hundred and Eighty-ſix Pounds Twelve Shillings and Five Pence 
One Halfpenny : He paid Fees for the Certificate of his Principal at the Five 
Jerquers Offices, and other Contingencies, Seven Pounds Ten Shillings and Four 
pence: His Net Income was One hundred and Seventy-nine Pounds Two Shil - 
lings and One Penny Halfpenny. |

In every Lighter or Boat that brings Goods on Shore the Officer who has the 
Charge of the Goods brings with him a Bill from the Officer on board the Stig 
containing a Liſt of the Goods to be landed from that Lighter or Boat: 1f | 
comes up in the Night, the Watchman of the Quay receives this Bill, and deliver 
it the next Morning to the Appointer, or his Aſſiſtant ; if it comes up in th 
Day, it is delivered to the Appointer himſelf, or his Aſſiſtant ; and upon the 
Receipt of it the Appointer directs what Weighers ſhall work the Ship, He 
enters every Day in the Station Book the Names of all the Weighers employed 
during the Day, and their reſpective Buſineſs; this Entry is ſigned by the Land- 
ing Surveyor for the Station, and at the End of the Week it is ſigned both by 
him and by the Appointer. | 
Every Month the Appointer tries by the Exchequer Standard the Weight 
upon his Station, and is continually examining the Beams, to fee whether they 
want Repair; and Once a Year he tries the Weights, and examines the Tackle 
upon the Sufferance Quays. | 


Each Appointer and Weigher in Fee has a Salary of Thirty-five Pounds a Yeu 
upon the Eſtabliſhment. 


The Appointer weighs himſelf all the Silk, for which he receives from mot of 
the Merchants a cuſtomary Fee of Six Pence per Bale : He receives for ſtamping 
Morocco Leather One Shilling per Caſe; from every Hudſon's Bay Ship One 
Pound One Shilling ; every Zaft India Ship One Pound ; and a Gratuity from the 
Wharfingers upon the Sufferance Quays, amounting laſt Year to Three Pounds 
Nineteen Shillings ; all theſe Fees and Gratuities are divided equally between the 
Three Appointers, they amounted Jaſt Year to Thirty-ſeven Pounds Six Shilling 
and Four Pence each: They paid for Taxes Nineteen Shillings and Four Penct- 
the Net Income of each was Seventy-one Pounds Seven Shillings.

About Ten or Twelve Years ago the Ruſſia Merchants agreed to 
pay the Weigher Two Shillings a Day, and One Penny per Ton, for weighing 
the Hemp, Tallow, and Flax, upon the Sufferance Quays: All the Gratuities 
amount to but a ſmall Sum in the Year; the Sum he received from them laſt 
Tear was, to the beſt of his Knowledge, about Three Pounds Ten Shillings.

The Office of the Searcher conſiſts of Two Branches—the Patent Searcher's 
Office, and the Controlling Searcher's Office, The Officers in the Firſt Branch 
are the Chief Patent Searcher, his Deputy, Five Under Patent ' Searchers, Ten 
Deputies (Two to each Under Searcher), and Six Clerks: The Second Branch 
conſiſts of Ten Controlling Searchers, the Surveyor of the Seatchers, and Two 
Clerks ;. beſides other Officers attending upon both Branches. 

The Chief Patent Searcher tranſacts no Part of the Buſineſs of the Office, the 
Deputy executes the whole. | 

It is the Duty of this Officer to examine the Manifeſt, the Content, the Cockets, 
and the Victualling Bill, of every Ship clearing out from the Port of London for 
Foreign Parts; theſe Inſtruments are brought to him nearly at the ſame Time. 
The Manifeſt contains every Article of the Cargo put on board the Ship, excep! 
Stores allowed for the Ship, included in the ViQualling Bill; this Manifeſt 1s 
made out by the Maſter, or his Broker, from the Ship's Book, and when com. 
pleted, is delivered to the Deputy Chief Searcher. All the Cockets belonging 
to the Ship being filed in the Searcher's Office, the Deputy ſees that they arc ſigned 
by the proper Officers, and examines the Marks and Numbers of the Articles in 
the Manifeſt, with the like Deſcription in the Cockets.

ployments, the Office of Inſpector of the Proſecutions in his Court of Exchequer, 
and to continue the ſame to your Memorialiſt, which ſaid. Patent His preſent 
Majeſty was moſt graciouſly pleaſed to renew and confirm on His Acceſſion to the 
Crown, which your Memorialiſt muſt ever remember with the greateſt Gratitude; 
that by the Terms of his Patent he is entitled © to have, hold, exerciſe, and 


« enjoy, the ſaid Office and Place by himſelf, or ſufficient Deputy or Deputiez 
cc with ſuch Fees, Allowances, Profits, and Advantages to the ſaid Place belong- 
« ing, in as full and ample a Manner as the ſame were held and received by the 


« ſaid Stephen Poyniz, or any former Inſpector of Proſecutions did or might lay- 
« fully receive or enjoy in reſpect of that Place.” 


The Emoluments derived to the Poſſeſſors of this Office from its Firſt Eſtabliſh:

« Share thereof, the Commiſſioners of His Majeſty's Cuſtoms ſhall. be authoriſed,

The Commiſſioners of His Majeſty's Cuſtoms, by virtue of the diſcretionary 


Power conveyed to them by this Act, having judged it neceſſary to order all 
Manner of Law Bills, Purchaſe, Hire, Equipment of Cruizers in the Service

of the Revenue, and various other Charges of Management, to a very conſider- , 


able Amount (which were heretofore paid by Incidents), to be now defrayed out. 
of the King's Share of the Produce of Seizures, there has already been a great 
Decreaſe of the Money paid into the Exchequer on this Account, and the King's 
Share of the Produce of the Seizures may in Time be reduced to nothing, by. 
being charged with a larger Proportion of the Expences of ſuch Management :

HERE AS His Majeſty, by Letters Patent dated 4th March 1761, di 
grant unto William Poyntz Eſquire the Office and Place of Inſpector df 
the Proſecutions in the Court of Exchequer, concerning uncuſtomed and ptob-

whereas, by a ſubſequent Act paſſed in the 21ſt Year of His Majeſty's Reign, 1 
is therein directed, that inſtead of ſuch Moiety being paid into the Exchequers 
aforeſaid, in lieu of His Majeſty's Share, you the Commiſſioners of His Majelty' 
Cuſtoms are thereby authoriſed, as often as you ſhall judge neceſſary, to order 
the Charges ariſing by the Condemnation and Sale, and all Manner of Law Bills 
and other Charges of Management, to be paid out of His Majeſty's Share of thi 
' Produce arifing by the Sale of all Goods which have been or may be ſeized an 
condemned, in like Manner as may be done out of any other Branch of the Re 
venue of the Cuſtoms, which by Law is applicable to the Payment of Incident 
under the Authority of which Clauſe,' a conſiderable Part of His Majeſty's ſal 
Moiety has been otherwiſe employed, by which Means the full Advantage 
Profits, and Emoluments enjoyed by the ſaid William Poyntz, and his Predeceſſo

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. the fd Office, as granted to him by the ſaid Letters Patent, have been already 
onſderably diminiſhed : And whereas, by. ſuch Clauſe aforeſaidy the Fund ap- 
plicable to the Incidents of His Majeſty's Cuſtoms has been greatly increaſed, and 
atually augmented in Proportion to-ſuch-Diminution- of Profit or actual Loſs as 
the ſaid Milliam Poyntz has thereby ſuſtained; We, taking into our Conſideration 
l the Circumſtances attending the Cafe, and being deſirous of affording ſome 
preſent Compenfation to the ſaid William Poyntz, until the Merits of his Caſe 
all have been fully ſubmitted to the Conſideration of Parliament, do hereby au- 
thoriſe and require you to cauſe Payment to be made to the ſaid William Poyntz, 
or to his Aſſigns, of the Sum of 558. 10. 3+. without Account, which we have 
thought fit to allow him as a Compenſation for the Loſs. he has already ſuſtained in 
the Emoluments of his ſaid Office in the Half Year ended at Midſummer laſt, in 
conſequence: of the ſaid Act: And you are to cauſe the ſaid Sum of { 558. 10. 31. 
to be placed to the Incidental Expences of your Office: And for ſo doing this ſhall 
be your Warrant,

cach Out Port, according to the Lift N' 2; and Annually, the like Books to f. 
veral Officers in the Port of London, according to a Liſt of thoſe Officers tran; 
mitted to this Board, marked N* 3. Theſe Books are iſſued by the King's Re. 
membrancer, in purſuance of Orders under the Great Seal, in the 7th Year gl 
Queen Elizabeth, enrolled in the ſame Office; thoſe Orders direct theſe Books u 
be returned Annually, upon the Oath of the Officer. 

Ever ſince he has been in the Office the Returns of theſe Books into the Cour 
of Exchequer have been very irregular; in ſome Years no Books have been n.

HIS Examinant ſaith, That upon the 18th of December 1784 the Board of 
T Cuſtoms, by their Minute, directed Copies of the Precepts of this Board, 
dated the preceding Day, to be delivered to the Officers in the Port of London, 
and to be tranſmitted to the Officers at the Out Ports, with Specimens of the 
Form in which they were to make their Returns. 

Theſe Specimens having been prepared and printed, Orders, dated the 1ſt of 
January 1785, were iſſued to the Officers in the Port of London, directing them to 
deliver the Account required by this Board into the Secretary's Office on or before 
the 18th of that Month; and the like Orders and Specimens were tranſmitted to 
the Collector and Controller at every Out Port, directing them to call upon the 
Patent Officers, their Deputies, and the reſt of the Officers. under their Survey, 
to prepare, with all poſſible Speed, the Accounts required, and to tranſmit them to 
the Board of Cuſtoms. Returns were received from ſome of the Out Ports in 2 
Hort Time afterwards, but the Collectors and Controllers at ſeveral of them, in 
Anſwer to theſe Orders, ſtated to the Board many Difficulties they met with in

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The Circumſtance which characterizes a Creek is, that no Foreign Commerce

roller have Deputies at Creeks ; the Searcher having no Concern in the Coaſt

Patentee. The Bond tothe Patentes could not be found ; no Entry of ſuch Bond 
is ever made at the Cuſtom Houſe, and conſequently the Penalty could not be 
aſcertained; the Appointment therefore was delayed, and the Board of Cuſtoms 


at laſt was obliged to ſettle: the Quantum of the Security, upon Information re. | 


ceived from an Officer at the Port; of what had been the Security given by the late 
Deputy. The Patentee has been always conſidered as reſponſible for his Deputy; 
but this Deputy is appointed without his Intervention. A like Tranſaction has 
ſince happened, in conſequence of the Death of the Deputy Controller at Lay, 
caſter, which is another Member of the Port of Cheſter. 
Where there are not Officers appointed to execute the Duty of Patent Officers 
at a Port, particularly that of Controllers and Searchers, great Inconvenience 
may ariſe to the Merchant, from the Want of the Signature of thoſe Officers to 
ſuch Inſtruments or. Documents as they are by Law required to ſign. 

There is at preſent at Shoreham no Deputy Searcher, nor has been for near Three 
Years: This Vacancy for ſo long a Time is, as he apprehends, owing to the Al- 
lowance from the Patentee being ſo ſmall, that no proper Perſon has thought it 


worth his while to accept the Office. For want of the Signature of that Officer, | 
ſeveral Debentures which have been ſent up to be paid in London, on account of | 
the Collector at the Port not having ſufficient Money in his Hands to pay the 
ſame, have been ſtopped in the Secretary's Office for ſome. Months, and the Pay- 


ment of them is not yet allowed to the Exporters. 


The Cuſtomer, who was; ſtyled alſo. Collector, was the ancient Officer of the 
Crown for receiving the Cuſtom Duties from their Origin, and for accounting for | 
them upon Oath with the Exchequer ;, and the principal Officer for conducting the 
Buſineſs of that Revenue, and for yielding Accounts- to the Exchequer relative 


to all Foreign or Coaſt Commerce. 


When the Cuſtoms were put- into Farm, the Farmers had, as he apprehencs, | 
their own Collectors, and this Officer remained for the Purpoſe only of keeping 
and yielding the laſt- mentioned Accounts to the Exchequer, and conducting the 


Coa(t Buſineſs, in which the Farmers had no Concern, there being then no Coalt 
Dares. 


Since the Cuſtoms were put into Commiſſion, in the Year 1671, the Commiſ- 
ſioners have at different Limes, as the Duties came out of Farm, purſuant wy 
Warrants of the Treaſury, appointed Collectors at all the Out Ports, for the :

us Office, that he knows of; nor does any other of them, except Mr. Greville, one 
of the King's Waiters, reſide at Briſtol. 


All Warrants Outwards are brought to the Deputy Cuſtomer Outwards, marked 
with the Initials of the Examiner, and ſigned by the Controller and Collector; the 
Initials of the Examines are Evidence, where the Goods are liable to Duties, that 
he has either computed or agreed to them; the Deputy Cuſtomer ſigns it, and a 
Copy is left with, or ſeat to him; he fees that the Computation is right; the Copy 
is entered in a Book, and compared with the like Entries of the Collector and 
Controller. The Daily Totals of the Duties in their ſeveral Caſh Books are com- 
pared by the Colle&or, Controller, and Check Clerk, the Monthly Totals by the 
ſame Oficers, and the Cuſtomer Outwards.

HIS Examinant ſaith, That he is Patent Searcher in the Port of Briſtol, 

and has been in that Office upwards of Ten Years. 
This Office formerly conſiſted of the Patentee ; One Deputy, nominated by the 
Treaſury, but appointed by the Patentee, the other nominated by the Patentee. 
When he was appointed to this Office he found One Deputy, nominated by the 
Treaſury; the Buſineſs of the other Deputy had been executed by his Predeceſſor 
himſelf. For the firſt Year he executed this Office himſelf, without appointing his 
own Deputy ; he then appointed one, and was abſent for about Ten Months : He 
has ever ſince reſided at Briſtol, and retains his Deputy, but ſuperintends the Bu- 
ſineſs of the Office himſelf. 

The Two Deputy Searchers. take the Ships alternately, and each of them has his 
Deputed, that is, his Controlling Searcher, with whom he conſtantly acts. 

There is an ancient Table of Fees for the Patent Searcher hung up in his Office 
at Briſtl: The Fees at preſent taken by him vary from that Table in ſome very 
triffing Articles only. The Fees taken by the Deputy and Controlling Searchers 
are either cuſtomary,.or, where extra Service is required, grounded upon an Agree- 
ment with the Merchants. 

The Patent Searcher receives a. Salary under a Dormant Warrant, of Thirty- 
tour Pounds a Year, and Twenty Pounds upon the Eſtabliſhment : His Fees and 
Gratuities, excluſive of Seizures, amounted laſt Year to Nine hundred and Eighteen 
Pounds Seven Shillings and Four Pence. He paid for Taxes Eight Pounds Four 
Shillings; to his Depuries Seventy Pounds; and to Clerks. Thirty-ſix Pounds Four 


Shillings. His Net Income was Eight hundred and Fifty-ſeven Pounds Nineteen, 
Shillings and. Four Pence.

HIS Examinant ſaith, That about the Year 1762 he came into the Office 

of the Cuſtoms at Portſmouth ; in the Year 1767 he was appointed Deputy 
Searcher, and Aſſiſtant Landing Waiter; in 1782 he was appointed Deputy Con- 
troller; and in May laſt ColleQtor—all at the ſame Port; in this laſt Office he con. 
tinued about Six Months, when he was appointed One of the Four Gene 
Surveyors. 
Portſmouth is a Member of the Port of Southampton ; it has One more Member, 
Cowes ; and a Creek, Lymington. There are reſident at Portſmouth a Collector, 2 
Deputy Cuſtomer, Deputy Controller, and Deputy Searcher; there are the {ame 
Officers at Southampton, Cowes, and Lymington, except that the Collector and 
Deputy Cuſtomer are, at Southampton, the ſame Perſon ; and at Lymington there is 
no Collector, and the Deputy Searcher is alſo Deputy Cuſtomer. 
The Buſineſs of the Cuſtoms in every Office, at the Member Port, is, as he ap- 
prehends, conducted in a Manner ſimilar to that at the Mother Port. The only 
apparent Difference berween the Mother Port and the Member is, as he appre- 
hends, that the Duty of the Three Patent Officers extends over both the Mother 
Port and all its Members and Creeks, whereas all the other Officers at the Member 
Ports are ſeparate from, and independent of, the Officers at the Mother Pott; 
but the Officers at the Creek are dependent upon the Officers at the Mother Port, 
where the Creek is within the Mother Port, and upon the Officers of the Member 
Port, where the Creek is within the Member Port; and the Creek having no 
Collector, no Foreign Buſineſs, either Inwards or Outwards, can be tranſaGted 
there; the Entries, both Inwards and Outwards, muſt be made at the Mother 
Port.

Officers, Three Member Ports and Three Creeks. The Port, with its Mem- 
bers and Creeks, extends upwards of One hundred Miles upon the Coaſt. 

The Three Patent Officers, the Cuſtomer, Controller, and Searcher, all a& 
by Deputy, none of them tranſa& any Part of the Buſineſs: As he believes, the 
Cuſtomer reſides in Suſſex, the Controller at Haverfordweſt, and the Searcher in 
Cormarthenſhire. The Cuſtomer and Controller have Deputies at all the Member 
Ports, and at the Three Creeks ; the Searcher at ſome of them. 

He believes the Patent Officers of this Port have never ſent up any of the Exche- 
quer Books to the Office of the Cuſtoms or the Exchequer. The Three Member 
Ports tranſmit their Accounts to the Controller General, independent of the 
principal Port; the Coaſtwiſe Accounts, which are the only Accounts of the 
Three Creeks, are paſſed by the Officers of the principal Port, annexed to their 
dun, and ſent vp, with their Vouchers, by them to the Controller General.

A conſiderable Part of the Incidental Expences of the Cuſtoms, which uſed 
formerly to be paid by the Receiver General, has for ſome Time been paid by the 
Receiver of Fines and Forfeitures for the Out Ports; and the Sums in his Hands 
not having been ſufficient for the Demands upon him, Impreſts to a conſiderable 
Amount have, within. the laſt Year, been made by the Receiver General to the 
Receiver of Fines and Forfeitures, purſuant to the Orders of the Board of

The Payments inſerted in this Account are made purſuant to Warrants from 
the Treaſury, or the Orders of the Board of Cuſtoms. The Land Tax repaid, 
tough paid in the Year 1784, is the Allowance for the Year preceding, to Of- 
icers whoſe Salaries do not exceed Sixty Pounds a Year, and to the Five additional 
Deputy Under Searchers, who, though their Salaries do exceed Sixty Pounds a 
Tear, are, by a Dormant Warrant of the Treaſury, included in this Repayment 
if the Land Tax.

Where a Cruizer is upon the Eſtabliſhment, the Veſſel herſelf is the Property ot 
the Crown; and all Expences of Repairs, Wages, Victualling, and every other 
Article, is paid Quarterly by the Collector of the Port where ſhe is-ſtationed, 
except in One Inſtance of a Veſſel ſtationed at: Faverſham and paid in Lindm, 
There are Two Ways of contracting for Veſſels : In one Caſe, the Veſſel herſelf is 
the Property of the Crown, and no Charge is made for the Hire; but the Outft, 
and all future Repairs, Wages, Victualling, and every other Expence, are paid 
out of the Groſs Produce of her Seizures; and after dedufting thoſe Expences, 
the Remainder is, according to the Terms of the Contract, to be divided between 
the Crown and the Contractor; but in caſe the Amount of her Seizures is not {uf- 
ficient to defray ſuch Expences, the Deficiency is made good jointly by the Crown 
and the Contractor, | 

In the other Species of Contract, the Contractor provides the Veſſel after the 
Rate of 45. 6d. per Ton per Lunar Month, for which he finds the Outfit, and all 
Repairs of the Veſſel: The Hire of the Veſſel, the Wages, Victualling, and all 
other Expences, are, in like Manner as in the former Contract, paid out of the 
Produce of the Seizures made by her, and the Remainder is divided, and the De- 
ficiency, if any, made good between the Contracting Parties. 

As Surveyor for Sloops, all Accounts of Expenditure relative to the Cruiſers 
paſs through his Office; and in the Account delivered to this Board, the Sum ſet 
oppoſite to each Veſſel is the Expence incurred for her during the Year, ſo far as 
appears by the Accounts tranſmitted to him, and by Computation, in Caſes where 
the Bills have not yet been tranſmitted ; but where he can form a Computation, by 
knowing the Complement of Men, and thoſe other Circumſtances which wil 
aſcertain the Expence. 

The Contracts for theſe Veſſels are formed by Minute of the Board of Cuſtoms. 
When a Contract is made, a Letter is ſent by the Board to the Collector and Con- 
troller of the Port where the Veſſel is to be ſtationed, ſpecifying the Name of the 
Contractor, and informing them of the Terms of the Contract, that is, the Hire 
of the Veſſel, if ſhe is upon Hire, the Number of Men, and their Allowance for 


Wages, Victualling, and other Charges; and it is the Duty of thoſe Two Officer 
t0 
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w ſee that the Veſſel is conſtantly Cruizing, and that the full Complement of Ma- 
zners allowed by the Crown are actually on board, which they are ordered to 
certify on the Back of the Journals of the Commanders and Mates of Veſſels 
returned to his Office Quarterly, If any Deficiency in the Complement of the 
Crew is ſtated, they certify that the Wages and Victualling have been deducted 
accordingly. 

At ſeveral of the Out Ports the Collectors and Controllers of the Port are the 
Contractors for theſe Cruizers; at ſome of them both theſe Officers are jointly 
Contractors; at others, One of them only. In the Year 1784, of 24 Cruizers 
which were upon Contract, 16 were contracted for with the Collectors and Con- 
trollers, or One of them, at the Port where the Cruizer was ſtationed. 

The Veſſels are directed to cruiſe between Two certain Places, which are their 
Stations: Theſe Stations frequently take in many Ports, and the Veſſel is con- 
ſidered as ſtationed at that Port where ſhe 1s paid. 

When a Cruizer goes into any Port, the Maſter or other Perſon having the 
Command is inſtructed to attend the Collector and Controller, and acquaint them 
with his Reaſons for coming in, and the Time when he intends to ſail again. 

The Commander, the Chief Mate, and Second Mate, are Officers of the 
Cuſtoms in all the Cruizers; and in the larger ones, generally One of the Ma- 
riners is alſo an Officer, in conſequence of a Commiſſion from the Board of 
Cuſtoms, and is called a Deputed Mariner, ; 

The Officers of the Cruizers upon the Eſtabliſhment” are in general appointed 
by the Board of Cuſtoms, purſuant to Warrants from the Treaſury for that Pur- 
pole, The Officers in the Veſſels upon Contract are recommended by the Con- 
tractor, and in conſequence thereof appointed by the Board of Cuſtoms. 

The Pay of the Maſter is Fifty Pounds a Year; that of the Mate, in ſome 
Caſes, Thirty-five Pounds a Year, and in others Thirty Pounds. The reſt of the 
Crew have Fifteen Pounds a Year each. The Allowance for Victualling is Nine 
Pence a Day for each of the Crew, and One Shilling per Lunar Month for each 
Perſon for Fire and Candle,

HIS Examinant ſaith, That in the Account of the Produce of Seizure, 

and from Fines delivered to this Board, the Sum ſtated as remitted to the 
Receiver for London, is the King's Net Share ariſing from the Seizures in Longey, 
and paid into the Receiver's Hands by the Warehouſe-keeper. | 


The Payments out of the King's Net Share in London, for Charges of Manage. 
ment, whether made by the Receiver for London, or the Out Ports, are for various 
Heads of Service, of which that for the Maintenance of the Cruizers is one: 
Moſt of theſe Payments are, purſuant to the Orders of the Board, made by the 
Receiver for the Out Ports, and if the Fund in his Hands is inſufficient to anſwer 
the Charges directed upon him, an Order is iſſued by the Board for his receiving 
Sums for that Purpoſe from the Receiver for London: If the Receiver for Londen 
has not a ſufficient Fund in his Hands, a like Order is made upon the Receiver 
General, for him to Impreſt ſuch Sums as are wanted by the Receiver for the 
Out Ports, 


Since the Year 1781, the Charges of Management paid by the Two Receivers 
for Fines and Forfeitures in London have increaſed conſiderably, In the Year 
1785, the Funds in the Hands of the Two Receivers having proved deficient, 
owing, as he apprehends, to the Act whereby the condemned Spirits were directed 
to be ſpilt, and to the other Acts whereby Smuggling has been checked, Sums to 

, a very conſiderable Amount were impreſted by the Receiver General to the Re- 
ceiver for the Out Ports. 


The Two Articles under the Heads of Allowances to Officers of the Cuſtoms, 
the one in the Account of Payments by the Receiver for London, the other in that 
of thoſe by the Receiver for the Out Ports, conſiſt of Salaries and Allowances co 
Officers in the Port of London, and ſhould be included in the Returns of thole 
Officers to the Precept of this Board, for their Emoluments in that Year. The 
Articles under the Title of Charges of Management at the Out Ports conſiſt prin- 
cipally of Payments made for the Maintenance of the Cruiſers and Boats in the 

Service of the Cuſtoms: Regularly all the Charges of every Kind relative to that 
Service are paid out of the Fund ariſing from the King's Net Share of Seizures. 


The Sums inſerted in this Account include all the Payments made at each 
Port in the Year 1784, but they do not comprehend all the Expences incurred 
in that Year for the Maintenance of the Cruizers. The Expence of the cb 


bliſhed Cruizers is a regular Annual Charge, and the Accounts of the Expenditure 
relative 
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glative to them are tranſmitted to his Office from the Out Ports Quarterly; but 
hat of thoſe upon Contract only takes place from the Commencement of the 
Contract, and the Accounts in regard to them are not tranſmitted to his Office at 
regular Periods ; and thence the Whole of the Expence incurred for the Service 
of theſe Cruizers for that Year is not comprehended in the Account. In the 
Cruizers upon Contract, after the Groſs Produce of the Seizure made by each 
Veſſel has been legally divided, where the Share of the Seizing Officer amounts 
only to a Third, the Difference between that Third and a Moiety is, according to 
the Terms of that Species of Contract, made good to the Contractor, in order 
that the Amount of the Seizing Officer's Share may be equal with the King's 
share; and ſuch Payment, when the Account for the Contract Veſſel is liquidated, , 
's made by the Collector at the Out Port, under a Special Order of the Board, 
and is included in the Articles in the Column of Charges of Management, paid 
\ out of the King's Net Share. This Allowance to the Contractor 1s made in con- 
ſequence of his agreeing to defray Half the Charges incurred for the Maintenance 
of the Veſſel; and if the Produce of the Seizures by her is inſufficient. to defray 
her Expences, he is bound to pay Half the Defigiency, which Payment is made to 
the Collector at the Port where ſhe is ſtationed, and carried to the Account of the 
King's Net Share. 


The Sums paid into the Solicitor's Hands, as Fines or Compoſitions upon 
Seizures, are, as he apprehends, {ſcarcely ever ſubject to the Charges of Condemn- 
ation; and therefore in this Account, except ia Two Articles, there is no De- 
duction from them under that Head. Out of the King's Share of Fines there are 
regularly paid Allowances to Officers of the Cuſtoms, which, with ſome trifling 
Charges, make the Sums inſerted in that Column. | 

Upon examining the Books in his Office, he does not find that any Account has 
erer been delivered to Parliament of the Produce of. Seizures, Fines, and For- 
fkitures, for London and the Out Ports, with the various Payments for Charges of 
Management made out of that Produce, and the Payments into the Exchequer.

H1S Examinant faith, That the Account delivered by him to this Board 
contains all the Officers of the Cuſtoms in the Plantations for the Vear 
1784, both in the Iſlands and at the American Ports. The Officers belonging to 
the 4. per Cent. Iflands, are diftinguiſhed in this Account, becauſe the Salaries 
and Allowances received by them, whether in England, of the Huſband of the 
4 per Cent. or at the Ports, of the Collectors, are not paid out of the Produce of 
the Cuſtoms, but out of that of the 45 per Cent. Duty. 


The Incidental Allowances in this Account are Annual, and fixed by the Board 
of Cuſtoms, in order to enable the Officers to provide themſelves with the Articles 
ſer oppoſite the Sums in that Column : Theſe Incidental Allowances, except in the 
Caſe of the Cuſtom Houſe Rent at Bermuda, were paid at the Port; by a Regu- 
lation of the Year 1785, they are to be paid there, if the growing Receipt of 
Duties is ſufficient; and if not, a Certificate thereof is to be tranſmitted to the 


Board by the Collector and Controller of the Port, and an Order is to be made to 
the Receiver General to pay them. 


In the Year 1784 all the Officers upon the Eſtabliſhment at thoſe Iſlands not 
ſobject to the 45 per Cent. Duty, as well as the Collectors and Controllers, were 
paid their Salaries by the Receiver General: By the Regulation of the above- 
mentioned Date, the Collectors and Controllers only are to receive their Salaries 
in England; but if the Produce of the Duties at the Port be not ſufficient to pay 
the Salaries of the inferior Officers, a Certificate thereof is, in like Manner, to 
be tranſmitted from the Port, and their Salaries to be paid by the Receiver Ge- 
neral. The Salaries to the Officers in this Account paid out of the Cuſtom 
Revenue, though the Annual Sums due to them, have not all been received within 
the Year: The Payment of the Salaries to ſome of the Officers has been ſtopped 
by Order of the Board, for Non-tranſmiſſion of their Accounts, or other Cauſcs; 
and in ſome Caſes, their Attornies in England have neglected to apply for them. 


Some of the Allowances are made in Sterling, others in the Currency of the re- 
ſpective Iſlands. 


The Officers of the Cuſtoms in the Plantations are authorized to take Fees by 
ſeveral Acts of Parliament. Ina Memorial of the Weſt India Merchants, in the

neral into the Exchequer, on Account of the Plantation Duties in that Year, aroſe 
from the Collection of former Years, which had either not been remitted to him, 
or, if remitted, not converted into Caſh till that Year; and from the Duries tranſ-

The EXAMINATION of Mr. Thomas Hubbert; taken upon Oath, 
June gth, and July 21ſt, 1786. 


HIS Examinant ſaith, That he is a Ship Broker, and Owner of Ships, and 
as ſuch he has for many Years tranſacted Buſineſs for Merchants, and on his 
own Account, at the Cuſtom Houſe in London. 

The Payment to the Officer of the Cuſtoms by Fee, for Buſineſs done at Times 
and Places warranted by Law, is in ſome Caſes fixed as to the Sum, in others not. 
Within his Memory the Fee for the ſame- Buſineſs has in various Inſtances in- 
creaſed. It is hardly practicable to apportion the Fee to the Value of the Article 
on which it is taken, the Fee being by. the Package or Tale of Goods, and the 
Goods themſelves frequently very different in Value. In ſome Inſtances, the Fee 


is paid in One Sum, in others, to the different Officers who are to have a Share 
of it, 


Where 
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Where the Fee is a certain and reaſonable Sum, and Notice of it publicly affixed, 


he does nor apprehend that Species of Payment to be very inconvenient to the 
Merchant. 


The Compenſation to the Officer for Buſineſs done at Times or Places not re- 


quired by Law, where there is not ſome cuſtomary Agreement between the Mer- 
chant and the Officer, fixing the Sum, is a Source of great Inconvenience. 


The Hours of Buſineſs at the Long Room, as ſettled at preſent by Law, that is 
from Nine to Twelve, do not appear ſufficient. He apprehends that Four Hours 
would ſuffice, and that the Attendance of the Officers from Ten to Two in the 
Long Room would be the Arrangement the moſt convenient for Trade. 


The Number of Holidays now obſerved in the Cuſtoms is injurious to Com- 
merce. In the Long Room, where the Ship is reported, the Entry of the Goods 
Inwards and Outwards made, the Duties paid, and all Ships cleared Outwards, no 
Buſineſs whatever can be tranſacted on a Holiday. The Buſineſs at the Water 
Side and on Ship-board may be carried on upon. Holidays, previous Permiſſion 
being had from the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, and a Recompence made to 
the Officers appointed, for their Attendance. Theſe Permiſſions are moſtly granted 
upon periſhable Articles, or in particular Caſes. | 


In Time of Peace the Trade from many Parts of the World;. owing to various 
Circumſtances affecting the Commerce, commences and continues to arrive at 
certain Periods of the Year. In Time of War the greateſt Part of the Commerce 
of the Country is carried on by Fleets. In both Caſes the frequent Intervention 
of Holidays is particularly detrimental. 

The greateſt and molt regular Arrival of the Trade, and the chief Part of the 


Export Buſineſs, is from the Month of June to the Month of February, both 
incluſive,

The EXAMINATION of Mr. William Walter Viney ; taken upon Oath, 
October 5th and gth, 1786. 


HIS Examinant faith, That he is in Partnerſhip with Mr. Kennet Dixon, 
and that they are Agents for-Merchants. 


It is common for the Merchants to employ Agents in waiting the Buſineſs 
they have to do at the Cuſtom Houſe, His Houſe has been in that Line of Buſi- 


neſs 


—— — — 
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neſs for upwards of Thirty Years; they carry on the Tranſactions at the Cuſtom 
Houſe for Merchants in genera], and in every Line. 


The Fee to 0 the Officer for the Inward Buſineſs, at Times and Places warranted 
by Law, he has found in moſt Inſtances to be a fixed Sum. 


The Fee in the Outward Buſineſs, particularly in the Searcher's Office, is very 
uncertain; upon ſome Articles it has increaſed much within his Knowledge. 
There being no Table or Rule to appeal to for the Sum to be paid the Officer, 
frequent Diſputes between the Merchant and the Officer thence ariſe, and the 
ſhipping the Goods is thereby delayed; and the Fee taken by different Officers of 
the ſame Deſcription, for the ſame Buſineſs, varies. 


He does not apprehend that the forwarding of Debentures, either for Bounty or or 
Drawback, or any other of the regular Courſe of Buſineſs, is impeded by the Non- 
payment of Fee; but he apprehends that greater Diſpatch than could be had in 
the common Courſe, is often obtained by that Mode of Reward. 


The Recompence to the Officer, by the Merchant, for Buſineſs done at Times 
and Places not required by Law, is in ſome Inſtances fixed, in others not. Where 
the Sum to be paid for this Service is uncertain (as it frequently is), great Inconve- 
nience may ariſe; the Merchant muſt either pay the Sum demanded, or ſubmit to 
let his Goods remain unſhipped, or not landed, until he has made Application to 
the Board of Cuſtoms, and their Deciſion is known; which creates much Trouble, 
great Loſs of Time, and is often attended with other conſiderable Loſs: Diſputes 
on this Head very frequently ariſe. 

The Hours of Attendance in Practice by the Long Room Officers, are from 
Ten to One in the Inward Department, and from Ten to Two in the Outward. 
If both theſe Sets of Officers attended from Ten to T wo, it would be very conve- 
nient for Trade, and he apprehends ſufficient. 


The Holidays obſerved in the Cuſtoms are very prezudicial to Commerce, In 
the Long Room no Buſineſs whatever can be tranſacted on a Holiday. The 
Report of the Ship, the Entry, the Payment of the Duty, the Entry of the Ship 
Outwards, the Entry of the Goods for Export, the Clearance of the Ship, and 
moſt of the eſſential Formalities to the making out or paſſing Debentures for 
Drawbacks and Bounties, in order to complete them for Payment, are carried on 
in the Long Room. Interruption or Delay, in the Courſe of any of the Parti- 
culars above enumerated, are attended with much Detriment to the Merchant. 

Every Day a Book, containing the Names of all Ships reported that Day, goes 
in to the Board; this Book is ſent in at One o'Clock. No Ship after ſhe has re- 
ported, can have her Cargo unladen until the Board have appointed the Landing 
Waiters to that Ship. 

All the Officers at the Waterſide whatever, except the Searchers and the Officers 


under them, will work upon a Holiday, previous Permiſſion of the Board "I 
a 
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had, and Compenſation to them being made: The Searchers and the Officer; 
under them will not. —Thence, as far as regards the Waterſide Officers, the Inward 
Buſineſs can go on upon a Holiday, the Outward cannot, 


In Ships, whether arriving or Outward bound, the Cargo itſelf, and the Object 
of the Voyage, may be very materially affected by the Delay ariſing from Ho- 
lidays: When they happen together, or at thoſe Periods of the Year when, 
from the Nature of the Commerce, or from other Circumſtances, the Ships ar- 


rive in Fleets, or moſtly about the ſame Time, theſe Inconveniences are much 
increaſed. b 


The greateſt Proportion of the Inward and Outward Trade does, as he 
apprehends, ordinarily occur from the Month of June to the Month of 


Tanuary. 
The Delay in loading or unloading Ships, occaſioned by Holidays, muſt afford 


greater Time and Opportunity for Practices injurious to the Revenue of the 


Cuſtoms.

The EXAMINATION of Mr. Thomas Coles; taken upon Oath, October 
12th and 14th, 1786. 


HIS Examinant ſaith, That he is in Partnerſhip with Mr. George Godwin, 

and their Houſe is employed by Merchants in general, and in the different 
Lines of Commerce, as Brokers; and as ſuch, they conduct the Buſineſs which 
the Merchant has to tranſact at the Cuſtom Houſe. They have been extenſively 
engaged in that Line of Buſineſs for Twenty Years, and are converſant with the 
various Branches of the Cuſtom Houſe Buſineſs. 

The Fee, that is, the Sum paid by the Merchant to the Officer for Buſineſs 
tranſacted at Times and Places required by Law, is, according to his Obſervation, 
in ſome Caſes a ſettled cuſtomary Sum, in others not ſo. He is ſo converſant in 
the Buſineſs, that it would not be practicable, in any Caſe, to make him pay more 
than the uſual Fee, though Attempts of that Kind have been made ; but Strangers, 
or Petſons leſs acquainted therewith, are liable to Impoſition, and he has known 
many Inſtances thereof. 


5 No 
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No Table, except of the Fees taken by the Patent Officers, is hung up in the 
Long Room; nor does he know-of any other Tables of Fees being hung up in the 
different Offices. 


There are -certain Parts of the Cuſtom Buſineſs which are left much to the 
Diſcretion of the Officer, and where the Uncertainty and Difference of the Fee 
Paid may be attended with Conſequences injurious to the Revenue. 


The Fee is not a Species of Payment which can bear any Proportion to the 8 
Value of the Article on which it is paid; the ſame Fee being paid upon the 2 
Entry, whether great or ſmall, or by Tale or Package, whatever may. be the 
Value of the Contents. He has very frequently known, that Orders to ſmall 
Amount have been left unexecuted, on account of the Heavineſs of the Fees 
which muſt have been paid upon them; and theſe Orders, he has great Reaſon to 
believe, have thereby been diverted to other Countries. 


The Recompence to the Officers, for Buſineſs done at Times and Places not 
required by Law, he has in general found to be reduced to a fixed Sum. 


Four Hours would, he apprehends, be very ſufficient for the Buſineſs done in 
the Long Room: He thinks the moſt expedient Hours would be from Nine to 
One, in order to give the more Time for the Diſpatch of the Export Buſineſs, 
and to prevent the Confuſion ariſing from late Shipping. Much Inconvenience 
ariſes at preſent from the late Attendance of the Long Room Officers, who are 
not all of them regularly in their reſpective Seats, ſo that the Buſineſs may be 
carried on, till near Eleven o'Clock ; and alſo from this Circumſtance, that the 
Searchers abſent themſelves from their Offices (as he is informed, for Dinner) 
from One till Half after Three, during which Time all the Export Buſineſs is at 
a Stand, | 


The Number of Holidays obſerved in the Office of the Cuſtoms interferes 
much with the general Diſpatch of Buſineſs, and is very injurious to Commerce. 

The Inward and Outward Buſineſs, as far as depends upon the Long Room, is 
on Holidays wholly ſtopped; from thence great Delay and much Loſs to the 
Merchant does frequently ariſe: Theſe Evils are greatly increaſed when Holidays 
happen to fall together, or at thoſe Periods of the Year when the Bulk of the 
Trade is arriving or exporting. 

With many Parts of the Tranſactions of the Cuſtoms the Exciſe is connected, 
and the Preſence of the Exciſe Officers neceſſary ; the Holidays obſerved in the 
Exciſe Office occur more frequently than thoſe in the Cuſtoms, and thence the 
Cuſtom Buſineſs is, in thoſe Caſes, much interrupted. | 


The Occurrence of Holidays in the Cuſtoms may be attended with material 


Detriment to the Revenue, by extending the Time limited by Law for ms 
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of Ships after their paſſing Graveſend: This Extenſion of Time gives greater 
Opportunity for landing Goods previous to the Report, which ought to be re- 
ported, and on which Duties ought to be paid. |

When he has been upon Inſpections at the Out Ports, Complaints of the ſame 
Kind with thoſe in the Port of London have ariſen from the Merchant againſt the 
Officer, and alſo from Officers againſt thoſe Officers from whom they receive their 
Salaries and Shares of Seizures. 

At Liverpool, the Ground of theſe 8 in * Collector s Office is, ac- 
cording to an Account which he has received, removed by a Regulation of the 
Collector of that Port, who does not receive Fees himſelf, and will not ſuffer his 
Clerks to take any Eee or Gratuity, except a Fee of One Shilling, for filling up a 
Bond, agreeable to a a Statute of Anne, not even for Buſineſs done upon a Holiday, 
when One Clerk is required by him to attend; and of this, public Notice is affixed: 
And in lieu of Fees and Gratuities, he pays his Clerks ſuch Salaries as he thinks 
adequate to their reſpective Services. 


In the Courſe of his Inſpections at the Out Ports, he has had Reaſon to believe, 
that many Evils ariſe from the Practice of the Officers taking Fees, and he appre- 
hends that this Practice is very much owing to the Smallneſs of the Salaries of 
many of the Officers, particularly thoſe in the inferior Stations.
